(2) the Federal cost to complete construction is
less than $5,000,000.

(d) TERMINATION OF EFFECTIVENESS.—The authority
of the Secretary under this section terminates on the date
that vs 3 years after the date of enactment of this Act.

(B) notify the Committee on Environment
and Public Works of the Senate and the Com-
mittee on Transportation and Infrastructure of
the House of Representatives on the identifica-
tion of each project under the pilot program;

(C) an collaboration with the non-Federal
wterest, develop a detailed project management
plan for each identified project that outlines the
scope, budget, design, and construction resource
requirements necessary for the non-Federal inter-
est to execute the project, or a separable element
of the project;

(D) on the request of the non-Federal inter-
est, enter into a project partnership agreement
with the non-Federal interest for the non-Federal
wnterest to provide full project management con-

trol for construction of the project, or a separable
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element of the project, in accordance with plans
approved by the Secretary;

(E) following execution of the project part-
nership agreement, transfer to the non-Federal
wnterest to carry out construction of the project,
or a separable element of the project—

(1) if applicable, the balance of the un-
obligated amounts appropriated for the
project, except that the Secretary shall re-
tain sufficient amounts for the Corps of En-
gineers to carry out any responsibilities of
the Corps of Engineers relating to the
project and pilot program; and

(11) additional amounts, as determined
by the Secretary, from amounts made avail-
able under subsection (h), except that the
total amount transferred to the non-Federal
wterest shall not exceed the updated esti-
mate of the Federal share of the cost of con-
struction, ncluding any required design;
and
(F) regularly wmonitor and audit each

project being constructed by a non-Federal inter-
est under this section to ensure that the construc-

tion actwities are carried out wn compliance
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with the plans approved by the Secretary and

that the construction costs are reasonable.

(2) DETAILED PROJECT SCHEDULE.—Not later
than 180 days after entering into an agreement under
paragraph (1)(D), each non-Federal interest, to the
maxivmum extent practicable, shall submit to the Sec-

retary a detailed project schedule, based on estimated

Junding levels, that lists all deadlines for each mile-

stone 1n the construction of the project.
(3) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE.—On the request of
a non-Federal interest, the Secretary may provide
technical assistance to the non-Federal interest, if the
non-Federal interest contracts with and compensates
the Secretary for the technical assistance relating to—
(A) any study, engineering activity, and de-
sign actwity for construction carried out by the
non-Federal interest under this section; and
(B) expeditiously obtaining any permits
necessary for the project.

(d) COST-SHARE.—Nothing in this section affects the

cost-sharing requirement applicable on the day before the
date of enactment of this Act to a project carried out under

thas section.

(¢) REPORT—
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 3 years after
the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall
submit to the Committee on Environment and Public
Works of the Senate and the Committee on Transpor-
tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representa-
tives a report detailing the results of the pilot pro-
gram carried out under this section, imncluding—

(A) a description of the progress of non-Fed-
eral interests in meeting milestones in detailed
project  schedules developed pursuant to sub-
section (¢)(2); and

(B) any recommendations of the Secretary
concerning whether the program or any compo-
nent of the program should be implemented on a
national basis.

(2) UPDATE.—Not later than 5 years after the
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall sub-
mit to the Committee on Environment and Public
Works of the Senate and the Committee on Transpor-
tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representa-
tives an update of the report described in paragraph
(1).

(3) FAILURE TO MEET DEADLINE.—If the Sec-
retary fails to submit a report by the required dead-

(3) TRANSFER OF FUNDS.—

(A) IN GENERAL—After the date on which
an agreement 1s executed pursuant to paragraph
(1), the Secretary may transfer to the non-Fed-
eval interest to carry out the feasibility study—

(1) if applicable, the balance of any
unobligated amounts appropriated for the
study, except that the Secretary shall retain
sufficient amounts for the Corps of Engi-
neers to carry out any responsibilities of the

Corps of Engineers relating to the project

and pilot program; and

(11) additional amounts, as determined
by the Secretary, from amounts made avail-
able under subsection (h), except that the
total amount transferred to the non-Federal
wnterest shall not exceed the updated esti-
mate of the Federal share of the cost of the

Sfeasibility study.

(B) ADMINISTRATION.—The Secretary shall
nclude such provisions as the Secretary deter-
mines to be mecessary in an agreement under

paragraph (1) to ensure that a non-Federal in-
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terest receiving Federal funds under this para-

graph—

(1) has the necessary qualifications to
admanaster those funds; and

(11) will comply with all applicable
Federal laws (including regulations) relat-
g to the use of those funds.

(4) NOTIFICATION.—The Secretary shall notify
the Commattee on Environment and Public Works of
the Senate and the Commaittee on Transportation and
Infrastructure of the House of Representatives on the
mitiation of each feasibility study under the pilot
program.

(5) AUDITING.—The Secretary shall regularly
monator and audit each feasibility study carried out
by a non-Federal interest under this section to ensure
that the use of any funds transferred under para-
graph (3) are used in compliance with the agreement
signed under paragraph (1).

(6) TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE.—On the request of
a non-Federal interest, the Secretary may provide
technical assistance to the non-Federal interest relat-
mg to any aspect of the feasibility study, if the non-

Federal interest contracts with the Secretary for the
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technical assistance and compensates the Secretary for
the technical assistance.

(7) DETAILED PROJECT SCHEDULE.—Not later
than 180 days after entering into an agreement under
paragraph (1), each non-Federal interest, to the max-
mmum extent practicable, shall submit to the Sec-
retary a detailed project schedule, based on full fund-
mg capability, that lists all deadlines for mailestones
relating to the feasibility study.

(d) COST-SHARE.—Nothing in this section affects the

cost-sharing requirement applicable on the day before the
date of enactment of this Act to a feasibility study carried

out under thas section.

(¢) REPORT—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 2 years after
the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall
submit to the Committee on Environment and Public
Works of the Senate and the Commattee on Transpor-
tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representa-
twes a report detailing the results of the pilot pro-
gram carried out under this section, including—

(A) a description of the progress of the non-

FPederal interests in meeting milestones in de-

taaled project schedules developed pursuant to

subsection (¢)(7); and
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(B) any recommendations of the Secretary
concerning whether the program or any compo-

nent of the program should be implemented on a

national basis.

(2) UPDATE.—Not later than 5 years after the
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall sub-
mat to the Committee on Environment and Public
Works of the Senate and the Commattee on Transpor-
tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representa-
twes an update of the report described wn paragraph
(1).

(3) FAILURE TO MEET DEADLINE.—If the Sec-
retary fails to submit a report by the required dead-
line under this subsection, the Secretary shall submat
to the Committee on Environment and Public Works
of the Senate and the Commaittee on Transportation
Infrastructure of the House of Representatives a de-
tarled explanation of why the deadline was missed
and a projected date for submassion of the report.

(f) ADMINISTRATION.—AIL laws and regulations that
would apply to the Secretary if the Secretary were carrying
out the feasibility study shall apply to a non-Federal inter-
est carrying out a feasibility study under this section.

(9) TERMINATION OF AUTHORITY.—The authority to

commence a feasibility study under this section terminates
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on the date that 1s 5 years after the date of enactment of
this Act.

(h) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—In addi-
tion to any amounts appropriated for a specific project,
there 1s authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary to
carry out the pilot program under this section, including
the costs of admanistration of the Secretary, $25,000,000 for
each of fiscal years 2014 through 2018.

(B) NOTIFICATION.—Not later than 60 days
after recewving appropriations, the Secretary
shall notify the non-Federal interest of any
changes to timelines or costs due to inadequate
appropriations.

(¢c) REPORT—Not later than 18 months after the date
of enactment of this Act and each year thereafter, the Sec-
retary shall submit to the Committee on Environment and
Public Works of the Senate and the Committee on Transpor-
tation and Infrastructure of the House of Representatives
a report that describes—

(1) the status of the 1mplementation of the “3—
3-3" planning process, including the number of par-
ticipating projects;

(2) the amount of time taken to complete all
studies participating in the “3-3-3" planning proc-
ess; and

(3) any recommendations for additional author-
ity nmecessary to support efforts to expedite the feasi-

Dility study process for water resource projects.
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SEC. 2033. PROJECT ACCELERATION.

Section 2045 of the Water Resources Development Act
of 2007 (33 U.S.C. 2348) 1is amended to read as follows:
“SEC. 2045. PROJECT ACCELERATION.

“(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

“(1) ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT.—The
term ‘environmental impact statement’ means the de-
tailed statement of environmental impacts of water
resource projects required to be prepared pursuant to

seq.) for a water resource project.

“(B) INCLUSIONS.—The term ‘environ-
mental review process’ includes the process for
and completion of any environmental permat,
approval, review, or study required for a water
resource project under any Federal law other
than the National Environmental Policy Act of

1969 (42 U.S.C. 4521 et seq.).
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“(3) FEDERAL JURISDICTIONAL AGENCY.—The
term ‘Federal jurisdictional agency’ means a Federal
agency with jurisdiction delegated by law, requlation,
order, or otherwise over an approval or decision re-
quired for a water resource project under applicable
Federal laws (including regulations).

“(4) LEAD AGENCY—~—The term ‘lead agency’
means the Corps of Engineers and, if applicable, any
State, local, or tribal governmental entity serving as
a jownt lead agency pursuant to section 1506.3 of title
40, Code of Federal Regulations (or a Successor regu-
lation).

“(5) WATER RESOURCE PROJECT—The term
“water resource project’ means a Corps of Engineers
water resource project.

“(b) PorLicy.—The benefits of water resource projects

designed and carried out in an economically and environ-
mentally sound manner are important to the economy and
environment of the United States, and recommendations to
Congress regarding those projects should be developed using
coordinated and efficient review and cooperative efforts to
prevent or quickly resolve disputes during the planning of

those water resource projects.

“(¢) APPLICABILITY.—
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“(1) IN GENERAL.—The project planning proce-
dures under this section apply to proposed projects
mitiated after the date of enactment of the Water Re-
sources Development Act of 2013 and for which the
Secretary determines that—

“(A) an environmental vmpact statement is

“(B) at the discretion of the Secretary, other
water resource projects for which an environ-
mental review process document is required to be
prepared.

“(2) FLEXIBILITY.—Any authorities granted in
this section may be exercised, and any requirements
established under this section may be satisfied, for the
planning of a water resource project, a class of those
projects, or a program of those projects.

“(3) LIST OF WATER RESOURCES DEVELOPMENT
PROJECTS.—

“(A) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall an-

nually prepare, and make publicly available, a

separate list of each study that the Secretary has

determined—
“(1) meets the standards described n

paragraph (1); and
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“(11) does not have adequate funding to
make substantial progress toward the com-
pletion of the planning activities for the
water resource project.

“(B) INCLUSIONS.—The Secretary shall in-
clude for each study on the list under subpara-
graph (A) a description of the estimated amounts
necessary to make substantial progress on the
study.

“(4) IMPLEMENTATION GUIDANCE.—The Sec-
retary shall prepare, in consultation with the Council
on Environmental Quality and other Federal agencies
with jurisdiction over actions or resources that may
be impacted by a water resource project, guidance
documents that describe the coordinated review proc-
esses that the Secretary will use to implement this
section for the planning of water resource projects, in
accordance with the civil works program of the Corps
of Engineers and all applicable law.

“(d) WATER RESOURCE PROJECT REVIEW PROC-
ESS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall develop

and vmplement a coordinated review process for the

development of water resource projects.
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“(2) COORDINATED REVIEW.—The coordinated
review process described in paragraph (1) shall re-
quire that any analysis, opinion, permit, license,
statement, and approval issued or made by a Federal,
State, or local governmental agency or an Indian
tribe for the planning of a water resource project de-
seribed in subsection (b) be conducted, to the max-
vmum extent practicable, concurrently with any other
applicable governmental agency or Indian tribe.

to participate in the process and to make subject to the proc-
ess all State agencies that—

“(3) are required to make a determination on
issuing a permait, license, or approval for the water
resource project.

that reponrt.

(2) SUBSEQUENT REPROGRAMMING.—Subject to
subsection (d), for each additional week after the date
described in paragraph (1) in which a report de-
seribed in that paragraph remains uncompleted and

unsubmatted to Congress, $5,000 shall be repro-
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grammed from the General Expenses account of the
civil works program of the Army Corps of Engineers
wmto the account of the division of the Secretary of the
Army with responsibility for completing that report.
(d) LIMITATIONS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—For each report, the total
amounts reprogrammed under subsection (¢) shall not
exceed, in any fiscal year, $50,000.

(2) AGGREGATE LIMITATION.—The total amount
reprogrammed under subsection (¢) in a fiscal year
shall not exceed $200,000.

(¢) NO FAULT OF THE SECRETARY.—Amounts shall

not be reprogrammed under subsection (c¢) if the Secretary
certifies in a letter to the applicable committees of Congress

that—

(1) a major modification has been made to the
content of the report that requirves additional analysis
Jor the Secretary to make a final decision on the re-
port;

(2) amounts have not been appropriated to the
agency under this Act or any other Act to carry out
the report; or

(3) additional information 1s requirved from an

entity other than the Corps of Engineers and is not
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available i a timely manner to complete the report

by the deadline.

(f) LIMITATION.—The Secretary shall not reprogram
Sfunds to reimburse the Office of the Assistant Secretary of
the Army for Civil Works for the loss of the funds.

(9) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There 1is
authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section
$10,000,000.

SEC. 2051. INDIAN SELF-DETERMINATION AND EDUCATION
ASSISTANCE ACT CONFORMING AMENDMENT.

Section 106(k) of the Indian Self-Determination and
Education Assistance Act (25 U.S.C. 450j—1(k)) 1is amended
by adding at the end the following:

“(13) Interest payments, the retirement of prin-
cipal, the costs of issuance, and the costs of insurance
or a similar credit support for a debt financing in-
strument, the proceeds of which are used to support
a contracted construction project.”.

SEC. 2052. INVASIVE SPECIES REVIEW.

The Secretary, in consultation with the Director of the
Unated States Fish and Wildlife Service, the Chavrman of
the Tennessee Valley Authority, and other applicable heads
of Federal agencies, shall—

(1) carry out a review of existing Federal au-

thorities relating to responding to invasive species,
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meluding  aquatic weeds, aquatic snails, and other
aquatic nvasive species, that have an impact on
water resources; and
(2) based on the review under paragraph (1),
make any recommendations to Congress and applica-
ble State agencies for improving Federal and State
laws to more effectively respond to the threats posed
by those invasive species.
SEC. 2053. WETLANDS CONSERVATION STUDY.

(a) IN GENERAL—The Comptroller General of the
United States shall carry out a study to identify all Federal
programs relating to wetlands conservation.

(b) REPORT.—The Comptroller General of the United
States shall submat to Congress a report based on the study
under subsection (a) describing options for maximizing wet-
lands conservation benefits while reducing redundancy, in-
creasing efficiencies, and reducing costs.

SEC. 2054. DAM MODIFICATION STUDY.

(a) IN GENERAL—The Comptroller General of the
Unated States shall, in consultation with the Corps of Engi-
neers, the Southeastern Power Administration, Federal hy-
dropower customers, downstream communities, and other
stakeholders, carry out a study to evaluate the structural
modifications made at Federal dams in the Cumberland

River Basin beginning on January 1, 2000.
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(b) CONTENTS.—The study under subsection (a) shall
examine—

(1) whether structural modifications at each dam
have utilized mnew state-of-the-art design  criteria
deemed mnecessary for safety purposes that have not
been used wn other circumstances;

(2) whether structural modifications at each dam
Jor downstream safety were executed in accordance
with construction criteria that had changed from the
original construction criteria;

(3) whether structural modifications at each dam
assured safety;

(4) any estimates by the Corps of Engineers of
consequences of total dam failure if state-of-the-art
construction criteria deemed necessary for safety pur-
poses were not employed; and

(5) whether changes in underlying geology at
any of the Federal dams in the Cumberland River
Basin  required structural modifications to assure
dam safety.

(¢) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date of
enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General of the Unated
States shall submat to Congress a report based on the study
under subsection (a) with findings on whether, with respect

to structural modifications at Federal dams in the Cum-
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berland River Basin, the Corps of Engineers has selected
and 1mplemented design criteria that rely on state-of-the-
art design and construction criteria that will provide for
the safety of downstream communities.
SEC. 2055. NON-FEDERAL PLANS TO PROVIDE ADDITIONAL
FLOOD RISK REDUCTION.

(a) IN GENERAL.—If requested by a non-Federal inter-
est, the Secretary shall construct a locally preferred plan
that provides a higher level of protection than a flood risk
management project authorized under this Act if the Sec-
retary determines that—

(1) the plan 1is technically feasible and environ-
mentally acceptable; and

(2) the benefits of the plan exceed the costs of the
plan.

(b) NON-FEDERAL COST SHARE.—If the Secretary
constructs a locally preferred plan under subsection (a), the
Federal share of the cost of the project shall be not greater
than the share as provided by law for elements of the na-
tronal economac development plan.

SEC. 2056. MISSISSIPPI RIVER FORECASTING IMPROVE-
MENTS.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in consultation with
the Secretary of the department in which the Coast Guard
1s operating, the Director of the United States Geological
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Survey, the Admanistrator of the National Oceanic and At-
mospheric Administration, and the Director of the National
Weather Service, as applicable, shall improve forecasting on
the Mississippi River by—
(1) updating forecasting technology deployed on
the Mississippi River and its tributaries through—
(A) the construction of additional auto-
mated rver gages;
(B) the rehabilitation of existing automated
and manual river gages; and
(C) the replacement of manual river gages
with  automated gages, as the Secretary deter-
mines to be necessary;
(2) constructing additional sedimentation ranges
on the Mississippt River and its tributaries; and
(3) deploying additional automatic identifica-
tion system base stations at rwver gage sites.

(b) PRIORITIZATION.—In carrying out this section, the
Secretary shall prioritize the sections of the Mississippt
River on which additional and more reliable information
would have the greatest impact on maintaining navigation
on the Mississippt River.

(¢) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date of

enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall submat to Con-
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gress a report on the activities carried out by the Secretary
under this section.
SEC. 2057. FLEXIBILITY IN MAINTAINING NAVIGATION.

(a) IN GENERAL—If the Secretary, in consultation
with the Secretary of the department in which the Coast
Guard 1s operating, determines it to be critical to main-
tarning safe and reliable navigation within the authorized
Federal navigation channel on the Maississippi River, the
Secretary may carry out only those activities outside the
authorized Federal navigation channel along the Mis-
sissippt Raver, including the construction and operation of
maintenance of fleeting areas, that are necessary for safe
and reliable navigation in the Federal channel.

(b) REPORT.—Not later than 60 days after initiating
an activity under this section, the Secretary shall submit
to the Committee on Environment and Public Works of the
Senate and the Committee on Transportation and Infra-
structure of the House of Representatives a report that in-
cludes—

(1) a description of the activities undertaken, in-
cluding the costs associated with the activities; and

(2) a comprehensive description of how the ac-
tiities are necessary for maintaining safe and reli-

able navigation of the Federal channel.
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SEC. 2058. RESTRICTED AREAS AT CORPS OF ENGINEERS

DAMS.

(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

(1) RESTRICTED AREA.—The term “restricted
area” means a restricted area for hazardous waters at
dams and other civil works structures in the Cum-
berland Riwver basin established pursuant to chapter
10 of the regulation entitled “Project Operations:
Navigation and Dredging Operations and Mainte-
nance Policies”, published by the Corps of Engineers
on November 29, 1996, and any related requlations or
guidance.

stream of a dam owned by the Corps of Engineers.

(¢) EXCLUSIONS.—For purposes of this section, the in-
stallation and maintenance of measures for alerting the
public of hazardous water conditions and restricted areas,
mcluding sirens, strobe lights, and signage, shall not be con-
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1 sidered to be a permanent physical barrier under subsection

(d) TERMS AND CONDITIONS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—As a condition of the convey-
ance under subsection (b), the City shall agree in
writing—

(A) that the City and any successor or as-
sign of the City will release and indemnify the

Unated States from any clavms or liabilities that
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may arise from or through the operations of the
land conveyed by the United States; and
(B) to pay any cost associated with the con-

veyance under subsection (b).

(2) ADDITIONAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS.—The
Secretary may vmpose such additional terms, condi-
tions, and requirements on the conveyance under sub-
section (b) as the Secretary considers appropriate to
protect the interest of the Unated States, including the
requirement that the City assume full responsibility
Jor operating and maintaining the channel and the
breakwater.

(¢) REVERSION.—If the Secretary determines that the
land conveyed wunder this section ceases to be owned by the
public, all right, title, and interest in and to the land shall,
at the discretion of the Secretary, revert to the United
States.

(f) DEAUTHORIZATION.—After the land 1is conveyed
under thas section, the land shall no longer be a portion
of the project for navigation, Hammond Small Boat Basin,
Oregon, authorized by section 107 of the Rivers and Harbor
Act of 1960 (33 U.S.C. 577).

SEC. 3021. SEWARD WATERFRONT, SEWARD, ALASKA.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The parcel of land included in the
Seward Harbor, Alaska navigation project identified as
Tract H, Seward Original Townsite, Waterfront Park
Replat, Plat No 2012—4, Seward Recording District, shall
not be subject to the navigation servitude (as of the date
of enactment of this Act).

(b) ENTRY BY FEDERAL GOVERNMENT.—The Federal

Government may enter upon any portion of the land re-

ferred to in subsection (a) to carry out any required oper-

ation and maintenance of the general navigation features

of the project.
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TITLE IV—WATER RESOURCE
STUDIES

SEC. 4001. PURPOSE.

The purpose of this title 1s to authorize the Secretary
to study and recommend solutions for water resource issues
relating to flood risk and storm damage reduction, naviga-
tion, and aquatic ecosystem restoration.

SEC. 4002. INITIATION OF NEW WATER RESOURCES STUD-
IES.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subject to subsections (b), (c), and
(d), the Secretary may initiate a study—

(1) to determine the feasibility of carrying out 1
or more projects for flood risk management, storm
damage reduction, aquatic ecosystem restoration,
navigation, hydropower, or related purposes; or

(2) to carry out watershed and river basin as-
sessments i accordance with section 729 of the Water
Resources Development Act of 1986 (33 U.S.C.
2267a).

(b) CRITERIA.—The Secretary may only initiate a
study under subsection (a) i1f—

(1) the study—

(A) has been requested by an eligible non-

Federal interest;
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(B) 1is for an area that is likely to include

a project with a Federal interest; and

(C) addresses a high-priority water resource
1ssue necessary for the protection of hwman lhife
and property, the environment, or the national
security interests of the Unated States; and

(2) the non-Federal interest has demonstrated—

(A) that local support exists for addressing
the water resource issue; and
(B) the financial ability to provide the re-
quired non-Federal cost-share.
(¢) CONGRESSIONAL APPROVAL.—

(1) SUBMISSION TO CONGRESS.—Prior to initi-
ating a study under subsection (a), the Secretary
shall submit to the Committees on Environment and
Public Works and Appropriations of the Senate and
the Commattees on Transportation and Infrastructure
and Appropriations of the House—

(A) a description of the study, including the
geographical area addressed by the study;

(B) a description of how the study wmeets
each of the requirements of subsection (b); and

(C) a certification that the proposed study
can be completed within 3 years and for a Fed-

eral cost of not more than $3,000,000.
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(2) EXPENDITURE OF FUNDS.—No funds may be
spent on a study initiated under subsection (a) un-
less—

(A) the required information is submitted to

Congress under paragraph (1); and

(B) after such submission, amounts are ap-
propriated to initiate the study i an appropria-
tions or other Act.

(3) ADDITIONAL NOTIFICATION.—The Secretary
shall notify each Senator or Member of Congress with
a State or congressional district in the study area de-
seribed in paragraph (1)(A).

(d) LIMITATIONS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subsection (a) shall not apply
to a project for which a study has been authorized
prior to the date of enactment of this Act.

(2) NEW STUDIES.—In each fiscal year, the Sec-
retary may nitiate not more than—

(A4) 3 new studies in each of the primary
mission areas of the Corps of Engineers; and

(B) 3 new studies from any 1 division of
the Corps of Engineers.

(¢) TERMINATION.—The authority under subsection

24 (a) expires on the date that is 3 years after the date of en-

25 actment of this Act.
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(f) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There s
authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary to carry out
this section $25,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014
through 2017.
SEC. 4003. APPLICABILITY.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Nothing n this title authorizes the
construction of a water resources project.

(b) NEW AUTHORIZATION REQUIRED.—New author-
weation from Congress 1s required before any project evalu-

ated i a study under this title 1s constructed.

TITLE V—REGIONAL AND
NONPROJECT PROVISIONS

SEC. 5001. PURPOSE.

The purpose of this title 1s to authorize regional,
multistate authorities to address water resource needs and
other non-project provisions.

SEC. 5002. NORTHEAST COASTAL REGION ECOSYSTEM RES-
TORATION.

(a) IN GENERAL—The Secretary shall plan, design,
and construct projects for aquatic ecosystem restoration
within the coastal waters of the Northeastern United States
from the State of Virginia to the State of Maine, including
associated bays, estuaries, and critical riverine areas.

(b) GENERAL COASTAL MANAGEMENT PLAN.—
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(1) ASSESSMENT.—The Secretary, in coordina-
tion with the Admanistrator of the Environmental
Protection Agency, the heads of other appropriate

Federal agencies, the Governors of the coastal States

Jrom Virginia to Maine, nonprofit organizations, and

other interested parties, shall assess the needs regard-
g, and opportunities for, aquatic ecosystem restora-
tion within the coastal waters of the Northeastern
United States.

(2) PLAN.—The Secretary shall develop a general
coastal management plan based on the assessment
carried out under paragraph (1), maximizing the use
of existing plans and investigation, which plan shall
elude—

(A) an inventory and evaluation of coastal
habitats;
(B) identification of aquatic resources in
need of improvement;
(C) wdentification and prioritization of po-
tential aquatic habitat restoration projects; and
(D) identification of geographical and eco-
logical areas of concern, including—
(1) finfish habitats;
(1r) diadromous fisheries migratory

corridors;
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(111) shellfish habitats;
(1) submerged aquatic vegetation;
(v) wetland; and
(vi) beach dune complexes and other
simalar habitats.

(¢) ELIGIBLE PrOJECTS.—The Secretary may carry

out an aquatic ecosystem restoration project under this sec-

tion 1f the project—

(1) 1s consistent with the management plan de-
veloped under subsection (b); and

(2) provides for

(A) the restoration of degraded aquatic
habitat (including coastal, saltmarsh, benthic,
and riverine habitat);

(B) the restoration of geographical or eco-
logical areas of concern, including the restora-
tion of natural rwer and stream characteristics;

(C) the improvement of water quality; or

(D) other projects or activities determined
to be appropriate by the Secretary.

(d) COST SHARING.—
(1) MANAGEMENT PLAN.—The management plan
developed under subsection (b) shall be completed at

Federal expense.
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(2) RESTORATION PROJECTS.—The non-Federal
share of the cost of a project carried out under this
section shall be 35 percent.

(e) COST LIMITATION.—Not more than $10,000,000 in
Federal funds may be allocated under this section for an
eligible project.

(f) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There s
authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section (in-
cluding funds for the completion of the management plan)
$25,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014 through 2023.

SEC. 5003. CHESAPEAKE BAY ENVIRONMENTAL RESTORA-
TION AND PROTECTION PROGRAM.

Section 510 of the Water Resources Development Act
of 1996 (Public Law 104-303; 110 Stat. 3759; 121 Stat.
1202) 1s amended—

(1) in subsection (a)—

States Geological Service.

(b) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is
authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary to carry out
this section $11,250,000.

(¢) USE OoF FUNDS.—Amounts made available to the
Secretary under this section shall be used to complement
other related activities of Federal agencies that are carried
out within the Missourt River Basin.

(d) REPORT.—Not later than 1 year after the date of
enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General of the United
States, in consultation with the Secretary, shall submit to
the Committee on Environment and Public Works of the
Senate and the Committee on Transportation and Infra-

(a) IN GENERAL.—Subject to subsection (b), the Sec-
retary shall establish a program to matigate the vmpacts
of extreme weather events, such as floods and droughts, on
communities, water users, and fish and wildlife located in
and along the headwaters of the Columbia, Missouri, and
Yellowstone Rivers (including the tributaries of those rivers)
w the States of Idaho and Montana by carrying out river,
stream, and floodplain protection and restoration projects,
mcluding—

(1) floodplain restoration and reconnection;

(2) floodplain and riparian area protection
through the use of conservation easements;

(3) instream flow restoration projects;

(4) fish passage improvements;

(5) channel migration zone mapping; and

(6) 1nvasive weed management.
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(b) RESTRICTION.—AIl projects carried out using
amounts made available to carry out this section shall em-
phasize the protection and enhancement of natural riverine
processes.

(¢) NON-FEDERAL (C0ST SHARE.—The non-Federal
share of the costs of carrying out a project under this section
shall not exceed 35 percent of the total cost of the project.

(d) COORDINATION.—In carrying out this section, the
Secretary—

(1) shall consult and coordinate with the appro-
priate State natural resource agency in each State;
and

(2) may—

(A) delegate any authority or responsibility
of the Secretary under this section to those State
natural resource agencies; and

(B) provide amounts made available to the
Secretary to carry out this section to those State
natural resource agencies.

(e) LIMITATIONS.—Nothing in this section invalidates,
preempts, or creates any exception to State water law, State
water rights, or Federal or State permaitted activities or
agreements in the States of Idaho and Montana or any
State containing tributaries to rivers in those States.

(f) EFFECT OF SECTION.—
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Nothing in this section re-
places or provides a substitute for the authority to
carry out projects under section 3110 of the Water

(2) FUNDING.—The amounts made available to
carry out this section shall be wused to carry out

(9) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There 1is
authorized to be appropriated to the Secretary to carry out

SEC. 5011. AQUATIC NUISANCE SPECIES PREVENTION,
GREAT LAKES AND MISSISSIPPI RIVER BASIN.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary is authorized to 1m-
plement measures recommended in the efficacy study au-
thorized under section 3061 of the Water Resources Develop-
ment Act of 2007 (121 Stat. 1121) or wn interim reports,
with any modifications or any emergency measures that the
Secretary determines to be appropriate to prevent aquatic
nuisance species from dispersing into the Great Lakes by
way of any hydrologic connection between the Great Lakes
and the Mississippi River Basin.

(b) REPORTS.—The Secretary shall report to the Com-

mittees on Environment and Public Works and Appropria-
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tions of the Senate and the Committees on Transportation
and Infrastructure and Appropriations of the House of
Representatives any emergency actions taken pursuant to
this section.

SEC. 5012. MIDDLE MISSISSIPPI RIVER PILOT PROGRAM.

(a) IN GENERAL.—In accordance with the project for
navigation, Mississippi River between the Ohio and Mis-
souri Riwvers (Regulating Works), Missouri and Illinois, au-
thorized by the Act of June 25, 1910 (36 Stat. 631, chapter
382) (commonly known as the “River and Harbor Act of
19107), the Act of January 1, 1927 (44 Stat.

“lc) PAYMENT OF DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION

CoSTS.—

“(1) IN GENERAL—The Cherokee Nation shall—

sign and construction of any hydroelectric gener-

ating facility under subsection (a); and
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“(B) provide any funds mnecessary for the
design and construction to the Secretary prior to
the Secretary mitiating any activities relating to
the design and construction of the hydroelectric
generating facility.

“(A) accept funds offered by the Cherokee

“(d) ASSUMPTION OF LIABILITY.—The Cherokee Na-

“(3) shall be solely responsible for—

SEC. 5023. GREATER MISSISSIPPI RIVER BASIN SEVERE

term “greater Mississippt River Basin™ means the
area covered by hydrologic units 5, 6, 7, 8, 10, and
11, as identified by the United States Geological Swr-
vey as of the date of enactment of this Act.

(2) LOWER MISSISSIPPI RIVER.—The term
“lower Mississippi River” means the portion of the
Mississippi River that begins at the confluence of the
Ohvo River and flows to the Gulf of Mexico.

“maddle Mississippr River” means the portion of the
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Mississippi River that begins at the confluence of the
Missourt Rwver and flows to the lower Mississippi
Ruver.

(4) SEVERE FLOODING AND DROUGHT.—The
term  “severe flooding and drought” means severe
weather events that threaten personal safety, property,
and navigation on the inland waterways of the
United States.

(b) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall carry out a

study of the greater Mississippi River Basin—

(1) to improve the coordinated and comprehen-
siwe management of water resource projects in the

greater Maississippt River Basin relating to severe

flooding and drought conditions; and

(2) to evaluate the feasibility of any modifica-
tions to those water resource projects, consistent with
the authorized purposes of those projects, and develop
new water resource projects to vmprove the reliability
of navigation and more effectively reduce flood risk.
(¢c) CONTENTS.—The study shall—

(1) identify any Federal actions that are likely
to prevent and mitigate the impacts of severe flooding
and drought, including changes to authorized channel
dimensions, operational procedures of locks and dams,

and reservorr management within the greater Mis-
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sissippt Riwver Basin, consistent with the authorized
purposes of the water resource projects;

(2) wdentify and make recommendations to rem-
edy challenges to the Corps of Engineers presented by
severe flooding and drought, including river access, in
carrying out its mission to maintain safe, reliable
navigation, consistent with the authorized purposes of
the water resource projects in the greater Mississippi
River Basin; and

(3) identify and locate natural or other physical
mmpediments along the middle and lower Mississippi
Rwver to maintaining navigation on the maiddle and
lower Mississippi River during periods of low water.

(d) CONSULTATION AND USE OF EXISTING DATA.—In

carrying out the study, the Secretary shall—

(1) consult with appropriate commattees of Con-
gress, Federal, State, tribal, and local agencies, envi-
ronmental nterests, agricultural interests, rec-
reational interests, river navigation industry rep-
resentatives, other shipping and business interests, or-
ganized labor, and nongovernmental organizations;

(2) to the maximum extent practicable, use data
m existence as of the date of enactment of this Act;

and
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(3) incorporate lessons learned and best practices
developed as a result of past severe flooding and
drought events, including major floods and the suc-
cessful effort to maintain navigation during the near
hastoric low water levels on the Mississippr River dur-
g the winter of 2012—-20153.

() COST-SHARING.—The Federal share of the cost of
carrying out the study under this section shall be 100 per-
cent.

(f) REPORT.—Not later than 3 years after the date of
enactment of this Act, the Secretary shall submit to Con-
gress a report on the study carried out under this section.

(9) SAVINGS CLAUSE.—Nothing in this section im-
pacts the operations and maintenance of the Missoury River
Mainstem System, as authorized by the Act of December
22, 1944 (58 Stat. 897, chapter 665).

SEC. 5024. CAPE ARUNDEL DISPOSAL SITE, MAINE.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary, in concurrence with
the Admanistrator of the Environmental Protection Agency,
1s authorized to reopen the Cape Arundel Disposal Site se-
lected by the Department of the Army as an alternative
dredged material disposal site under section 103(b) of the
Marine Protection, Research, and Sanctuaries Act of 1972
(33 UNS.C. 1413(D)) (referred to in this section as the
“Site”).

21 SEC. 6001. SHORT TITLE.

22 This title may be cited as the “National Levee Safety
23 Program Act”.

24 SEC. 6002. FINDINGS; PURPOSES.

25 (a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that—
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(1) there 1s a need to establish a national levee
safety program to provide national leadership and en-
courage the establishment of State and tribal levee
safety programs;

(2) according to the National Committee on
Levee Safety, “the level of protection and robustness
of design and construction of levees vary considerably
across the country’;

(3) knowing the location, condition, and owner-
ship of levees, as well as understanding the popu-
lation and infrastructure at risk in leveed areas, 1
necessary for identification and prioritization of ac-
tinties associated with levees;

(4) levees are an 1mportant tool for reducing
flood risk and should be considered in the context of
broader flood risk management efforts;

(5) States and Indian tribes—

(A) are uniquely positioned to oversee, co-
ordinate, and regulate local and regional levee
systems; and

(B) should be encouraged to participate in
a national levee safety program by establishing
mdwidual levee safety programs; and
(6) States, Indian tribes, and local governments

that do not wnvest in protecting the indwviduals and
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property located behind levees place those individuals
and property at risk.
(b) PURPOSES.—The purposes of this title are—

(1) to promote sound technical practices in levee
design, construction, operation, inspection, assess-
ment, security, and maintenance;

(2) to ensure effective public education and
awareness of risks involving levees;

(3) to establish and maintain a national levee
safety program that emphasizes the protection of
human life and property; and

(4) to implement solutions and incentives that
encourage the establishment of effective State and

tribal levee safety programs.

SEC. 6003. DEFINITIONS.

In this title:

(1) BOArRD.—The term “Board” means the Na-
tional Levee Safety Advisory Board established under
section 6005.

(2) CANAL STRUCTURE.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—The term “canal struc-
ture” means an embankment, wall, or structure
along a canal or manmade watercourse that—

(1) constrains water flows;
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(11) 1s subject to frequent water load-
mg; and

(111) 1s an integral part of a flood risk
reduction system that protects the leveed
area from flood waters associated with hur-
ricanes, precipitation events, seasonal high
water, and other weather-related events.

(B) EXCLUSION—The term “canal struc-

ture” does not include a barrier across a water-

course.

(3) FEDERAL AGENCY.—The term “Federal agen-
cy” means a Federal agency that designs, finances,
constructs, owns, operates, maintains, or requlates the
construction, operation, or maintenance of a levee.

(4) FLOOD DAMAGE REDUCTION SYSTEM.—The
term “flood damage reduction system” means a sys-
tem designed and constructed to have appreciable and
dependable effects in reducing damage by floodwaters.

(5) FLOOD MITIGATION.—The term ‘flood miti-
gation™ means any structural or nonstructural meas-
ure that reduces risks of flood damage by reducing the
probability of flooding, the consequences of flooding,
or both.

(6)  FLOODPLAIN  MANAGEMENT.—The  term

“floodplarn management™ means the operation of a
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community program of corrective and preventative

measures for reducing flood damage.

(7) INDIAN TRIBE.—The term “Indian tribe” has

the meaning given the term in section 4 of the Indian

Self-Determination and Education Assistance Act (25

U.S.C. 450D).

(8) LEVEE.—

(A) IN GENERAL—The term “levee” means

a manmade barrier (such as an embankment,

Sloodwall, or other structure)—

(1) the primary purpose of which is to
provide hurricane, storm, or flood protection
relating to seasonal high water, storm
surges, precipitation, or other weather
events; and

(11) that is normally subject to water
loading for only a few days or weeks during
a calendar year.

(B) INCLUSIONS.—The term “levee” in-

cludes a levee system, including—

+HR 3080 EAS
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(I1I) do not constitute a barrier
across a watercourse; and
(11) roadway and railroad embank-
ments, but only to the extent that the em-
bankments are integral to the performance
of a flood damage reduction system.

(C) EXxcLUSIONS.—The term “levee” does

not mclude—

(1) a roadway or railroad embankment

that 1s not integral to the performance of a

flood damage reduction system;

(1t) a canal constructed completely
within natural ground without any man-
made structure (such as an embankment or
retaining wall to retain water or a case in
which water 1s retained only by natural
ground);

(111) a canal requlated by a Federal or
State agency in a manner that ensures that
applicable Federal safety criteria are met;

(1) a levee or canal structure—

(I) that is not a part of a Federal

Jlood damage reduction system;

(II) that is not recognized under

the National Flood Insurance Program

(I11) that 1is not greater than 3
feet high;

(IV) the population in the leveed
area of which s less than 50 individ-
uals; and

(V) the leveed area of which 1s less
than 1,000 acres; or
(v) any shoreline protection or river

bank protection system (such as revelments
or barrier islands).

(9) LEVEE FEATURE.—The term “levee feature”
means a structure that is critical to the functioning
of a levee, including—

(A) an embankment section;

(B) a floodwall section;

(C) a closure structure;

(D) a pumping station;

(E) an interior drainage work; and
(F) a flood damage reduction channel.

(10) LEVEE SAFETY GUIDELINES.—The term
“levee safety guidelines” means the guidelines estab-

lished by the Secretary under section 6004(c)(1).
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(11) LEVEE SEGMENT.—The term ‘“levee seg-
ment” means a discrete portion of a levee system that
18 owned, operated, and maintained by a single entity
or discrete set of entities.

(12) LEVEE SYSTEM.—The term “levee system”
means 1 or more levee segments, including all levee
features that are interconnected and necessary to en-
sure protection of the associated leveed areas—

(A) that collectively provide flood damage
reduction to a defined area; and

(B) the failure of 1 of which may result in
the failure of the entire system.

(13) LEVEED AREA—The term “leveed area”
means the land from which flood water in the adja-
cent watercourse is excluded by the levee system.

(14) NATIONAL LEVEE DATABASE—The term
“national levee database” means the levee database es-
tablished under section 9004 of the Water Resources
Development Act of 2007 (33 U.S.C. 3303).

(15) PARTICIPATING PROGRAM.—The term “par-
ticipating program”™ means a levee safety program de-
veloped by a State or Indian tribe that includes the
minimum components necessary for recognition by

the Secretary.
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(16) REHABILITATION.—The term “rehabilita-
tion” means the repair, replacement, reconstruction,
removal of a levee, or reconfiguration of a levee sys-
tem, wncluding a setback levee, that s carried out to
reduce flood risk or meet national levee safety guide-
lines.

(17) RISK—The term “risk” means a measure
of the probability and severity of undesirable con-
sequences.

(18) SECRETARY.—The term “Secretary” means
the Secretary of the Army, acting through the Chief
of Engineers.

(19) STATE.—The term “State” means—

(A) each of the several States of the United

States;

(B) the District of Columbia;

(C) the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico;

(D) Guam;

(E) American Samoa;

(F) the Commonwealth of the Northern

Mariana Islands;

(G) the Federated States of Micronesia;
(H) the Republic of the Marshall Islands;
(I) the Republic of Palau; and

(J) the Unated States Virgin Islands.
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SEC. 6004. NATIONAL LEVEE SAFETY PROGRAM.

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, in consultation
with the Administrator of the Federal Emergency Manage-
ment Agency, shall establish a national levee safety pro-
gram to provide national leadership and consistent ap-
proaches to levee safety, including—

(1) a national levee database;

(2) an inventory and inspection of Federal and
non-Federal levees;

(3) national levee safety guidelines;

(4) a hazard potential classification system for
Federal and non-Federal levees;

(5) research and development;

(6) a national public education and awareness
program, with an emphasis on communication re-
garding the residual risk to communities protected by
levees and levee systems;

(7) coordination of levee safety, floodplain man-
agement, and environmental protection activities;

(8) development of State and tribal levee safety
programs; and

(9) the provision of technical assistance and ma-
terials to States and Indian tribes relating to—

(A) developing levee safety programs;
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(B) identifying and reducing flood risks as-
sociated with residual risk to communaities pro-
tected by levees and levee systems;

(C) identifying local actions that may be
carried out to reduce flood risks in leveed areas;
and

(D) rehabilitating, tmproving, replacing, re-
configuring, modifying, and removing levees and
levee systems.

(b) MANAGEMENT.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary shall appoint—

(A) an administrator of the national levee
safety program; and

(B) such staff as is necessary to implement
the program.

(2) ADMINISTRATOR.—The sole duty of the ad-
manastrator appointed under paragraph (1)(A) shall
be the management of the national levee safety pro-
gram.

(¢) LEVEE SAFETY GUIDELINES.—

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—Not later than 1 year
after the date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary,
m consultation with the Admanistrator of the Federal
Emergency Management Agency and in coordination

with State and local governments and organizations
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with expertise in levee safety, shall establish a set of
voluntary, comprehensive, national levee safety guide-
lines that—
(A) are available for common, uniform use
by all Federal, State, tribal, and local agencies;
(B) incorporate policies, procedures, stand-
ards, and criteria for a range of levee types,
canal structures, and related facilities and fea-
tures; and
(C) provide for adaptation to local, re-
gronal, or watershed conditions.

(2) REQUIREMENT.—The policies, procedures,
standards, and criteria under paragraph (1)(B) shall
be developed taking into consideration the levee haz-
ard potential classification system established under
subsection (d).

(3) ADOPTION BY FEDERAL AGENCIES.—AIl Fed-
eral agencies shall consider the levee safety guidelines
- activities relating to the management of levees.

(4) PUBLIC COMMENT.—Prior to finalizing the
guidelines under this subsection, the Secretary shall—

(A) issue draft guidelines for public com-
ment; and
(B) consider any comments received in the

development of final guidelines.
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(d) HAZARD POTENTIAL CLASSIFICATION SYSTEM.—

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall estab-
lish a hazard potential classification system for use
under the national levee safety program and partici-
pating programs.

(2) REVISION.—The Secretary shall review and,
as necessary, revise the hazard potential classification
system not less frequently than once every 5 years.

(3) CONSISTENCY.—The hazard potential classi-
Jfication system established pursuant to this subsection
shall be consistent with and incorporated into the
levee safety action classification tool developed by the
Corps of Engineers.

(e) TECHINICAL ASSISTANCE AND MATERIALS.—

(1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, in con-
sultation with the Admanistrator of the Federal
Emergency Management Agency and in coordination
with the Board, shall establish a national levee safety
technical assistance and traiming program to develop
and deliver technical support and technical assistance
materials, curricula, and training in order to pro-
mote levee safety and assist States, communaities, and
levee owners in—

(A) developing levee safety programs;
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1 (B) identifying and reducing flood risks as-

2 sociated with levees;

3 (C) identifying local actions that may be

4 carried out to reduce flood risks in leveed areas;

5 and

6 (D) rehabilitating, tmproving, replacing, re-

9 (2) USE OF SERVICES.—In establishing the na-

11 (1), the Secretary may use the services of—

12 (A) the Corps of Engineers;

16 (D) other appropriate Federal agencies, as
17 determined by the Secretary.

18 (f) COMPREHENSIVE NATIONAL PUBLIC EDUCATION
19 AND AWARENESS CAMPAIGN.—

20 (1) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, in coordi-
21 nation with the Administrator of the Federal Ewmenr-
22 gency Management Agency and the Board, shall es-
23 tablish a national public education and awareness
24 campaign relating to the national levee safety pro-
25 gram.
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(2) PURPOSES.—The purposes of the campaign
under paragraph (1) are—

(A) to educate individuals living in leveed
areas regarding the risks of living wn those areas;

(B) to promote consistency in the trans-
mission of information regarding levees among
government agencies; and

(C) to provide national leadership regard-

g risk communication for implementation at

the State and local levels.

(9) COORDINATION OF LEVEE SAFETY, FLOODPLAIN
MANAGEMENT, AND KENVIRONMENTAL ~CONCERNS.—The
Secretary, wn consultation with the Administrator of the
Federal Emergency Management Agency and in coordina-
tron with the Board, shall evaluate opportunities to coordi-
nate—

(1) public safety, floodplain management, and
environmental protection activities relating to levees;
and

(2) environmental permitting processes for oper-
ation and maintenance activities at existing levee
projects in compliance with all applicable laws.

(h) LEVEE INSPECTION.—
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(1) IN GENERAL—The Secretary shall carry out
a one-time inventory and inspection of all levees iden-
tified wn the national levee database.

(2) NO FEDERAL INTEREST.—The inventory and
mspection under paragraph (1) does not create a
Federal interest in the construction, operation, or
maintenance any levee that s included wn the inven-
tory or inspected under this subsection.

(3) INSPECTION CRITERIA.—In carrying out the
mventory and inspection, the Secretary shall use the
levee safety action classification criteria to determine
whether a levee should be classified in the inventory
as requiring a more comprehensive inspection.

(4) STATE AND TRIBAL PARTICIPATION.—At the
request of a State or Indian tribe with respect to any
levee subject to inspection under this subsection, the
Secretary shall—

(A) allow an official of the State or Indian
tribe to participate in the inspection of the levee;
and

(B) provide information to the State or In-
dian tribe rvelating to the location, construction,
operation, or maintenance of the levee.

(5) EXCEPTIONS.—In carrying out the inventory

and inspection under this subsection, the Secretary
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shall not be requirved to inspect any levee that has
been inspected by a State or Indian tribe using the
same methodology described in paragraph (3) during
the 1-year period vmmediately preceding the date of
enactment of this Act if the Governor of the State or
tribal government, as applicable, requests an exemp-
tion from the inspection.
(i) STATE AND TRIBAL LEVEE SAFETY PROGRAM.—
(1) GUIDELINES.—

(1v) will carry out levee inspections;

(v) will carry out, consistent with ap-
plicable requirements, flood risk manage-
ment and any emergency action planning
procedures the Secretary determines to be
necessary relating to levees;

(vi) will carry out public education
and awareness activities consistent with the
national public education and awareness
campaign established under subsection (f);
and

(vir) will collect and share information
regarding the location and condition of lev-
ees.

(C) PUBLIC COMMENT.—Prior to finalizing

the guidelines under this paragraph, the Sec-

retary shall—

(1) issue draft guidelines for public
comment; and
(11) consider any comments received in

the development of final guidelines.

(2) GRANT PROGRAM.—
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(A) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary shall

establish a program under which the Secretary

shall provide grants to assist States and Indian

tribes in establishing participating programs,

conducting levee inventories, and carrying out

this title.

(B) REQUIREMENTS.—To be eligible to re-

cewe grants under this section, a State or Indian

tribe shall—
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(1) meet the requirements of a partici-
pating program established by the guide-
lines issued under paragraph (1);

(11) use not less than 25 percent of any
amounts received to identify and assess
non-Federal levees within the State or on
land of the Indian tribe;

(111) submit to the Secretary any infor-
mation collected by the State or Indian
tribe mn carrying out thas subsection for in-
clusion n the national levee safety data-
base; and

(iv) identify actions to address hazard
mitigation activities associated with levees
and leveed areas identified in the hazard

mitigation plan of the State approved by
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the Administrator of the Federal Emergency

Management Agency under the Robert T.

Stafford Disaster Relief and Emergency As-

sistance Act (42 U.S.C. 5121 et seq.).

(C) MEASURES TO ASSESS EFFECTIVE-
NESS.—Not later than 1 year after the enact-
ment of this Act, the Secretary shall tmplement
quantifiable performance measures and metrics
to assess the effectiveness of the grant program
established in accordance with subparagraph
(A).

(j) LEVEE REHABILITATION ASSISTANCE PROGRAM.—

(1) ESTABLISHMENT—The Secretary, in con-
sultation with the Admanistrator of the Federal
Emergency Management Agency, shall establish «a
program under which the Secretary shall provide as-
sistance to States, Indian tribes, and local govern-
ments in addressing flood mitigation activities that
result in an overall reduction in flood risk.

(2) REQUIREMENTS.—To be eligible to receive
assistance under this subsection, a State, Indian
tribe, or local government shall—

(A) participate in, and comply with, all
applicable Federal floodplain management and

Jlood insurance programs;
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(B) have in place a hazard maitigation plan

that—
(1) includes all levee risks; and
(11) complies with the Disaster Mitiga-

tion Act of 2000 (Public Law 106—390; 114

Stat. 1552);

(C) submat to the Secretary an application
at such time, i such manner, and containing
such information as the Secretary may require;
and

(D) comply with such minimum eligibility
requirements as the Secretary, in consultation
with the Board, may establish to ensure that
each owner and operator of a levee under a par-
ticipating State or tribal levee safety program—

(1) acts i accordance with the guide-
lines developed in subsection (¢); and

(11) carries out activities relating to
the public in the leveed area i accordance
with the hazard matigation plan described

wm subparagraph (B).

(3) FLOODPLAIN MANAGEMENT PLANS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year

after the date of execution of a project agreement

for assistance under this subsection, a State, In-
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dian tribe, or local government shall prepare a

Sfloodplain management plan in accordance with

the guidelines under subparagraph (D) to reduce
the impacts of future flood events in each appli-
cable leveed area.

(B) INCLUSIONS.—A plan under subpara-
graph (A) shall address potential measures,
practices, and policies to reduce loss of life, inju-
ries, damage to property and facilities, public
expenditures, and other adverse impacts of flood-
g in each applicable leveed area.

(C) IMPLEMENTATION.—Not later than 1
year after the date of completion of construction
of the applicable project, a floodplain manage-
ment plan prepared under subparagraph (A)
shall be implemented.

(D) GUIDELINES.—Not later than 180 days
after the date of enactment of this Act, the Sec-
retary, in consultation with the Administrator of
the Federal Emergency Management Agency,
shall develop such guidelines for the preparation
of floodplain management plans prepared under
this paragraph as the Secretary determines to be

appropriate.
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(E) Tecunicar SUPPORT.—The Secretary
may provide technical support for the develop-
ment and implementation of floodplain manage-
ment plans prepared under this paragraph.
(4) USE OF FUNDS.—

(A) IN GENERAL—Assistance provided
under this subsection may be used—

(1) for any rehabilitation activity to
maximize overall risk reduction associated
with a levee under a participating State or
tribal levee safety program; and

(11) only for a levee that is not feder-
ally operated and maintained.

(B)  PROHIBITION.—Assistance — provided
under this subsection shall not be used—

(i) to perform routine operation or
maintenance for a levee; or

(11) to make any modification to a
levee that does not resull wn an improve-
ment to public safety.

(5) NO PROPRIETARY INTEREST.—A contract for
assistance provided under this subsection shall not be
considered to confer any proprietary interest on the

Unated States.
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(6) COST-SHARE.—The maximum Federal share
of the cost of any assistance provided under this sub-
section shall be 65 percent.

(7) ProJECT LIMIT.—The maximum amount of
Federal assistance for a project under this subsection
shall be $10,000,000.

(8) OTHER LAWS.—Assistance provided wunder
this subsection shall be subject to all applicable laws
(including regulations) that apply to the construction
of a civil works project of the Corps of Engineers.

(k) ErFECT OF SECTION.—Nothing in this section—

(1) affects the requirement wunder section
100226(b)(2) of the Biggert-Waters Flood Insurance
Reform Act of 2012 (42 U.S.C. 4101 note; 126 Stat.
942); or

(2) confers any regulatory authority on—

(A) the Secretary; or
(B) the Director of the Federal Emergency

Management Agency, including for the purpose

of setting premium rates under the national

Sflood insurance program established under chap-

ter 1 of the National Flood Insurance Act of

1968 (42 U.S.C. 4011 et seq.).
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SEC. 6005. NATIONAL LEVEE SAFETY ADVISORY BOARD.

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary, in coordination
with the Administrator of the Federal Emergency Manage-
ment Agency, shall establish a board, to be known as the

“National Levee Safety Advisory Board—
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(1) to advise the Secretary and Congress regard-
mg consistent approaches to levee safety;

(2) to monitor the safety of levees in the Unaited
States;

(3) to assess the effectiveness of the national levee
safety program; and

(4) to ensure that the national levee safety pro-
gram s carried out i a manner that is consistent
with other Federal flood risk management efforts.

(b) MEMBERSHIP.—

(1) VOTING MEMBERS.—The Board shall be com-
posed of the following 14 voting members, each of
whom shall be appointed by the Secretary, with pri-
ority consideration giwen to representatives from those
States that have the most Corps of Engineers levees in
the State, based on mileage:

(A) 8 representatives of State levee safety
programs, 1 from each of the civil works divi-
sions of the Corps of Engineers.

(B) 2 representatives of the private sector

who have expertise in levee safety.
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(C) 2 representatives of local and regional
governmental agencies who have expertise in
levee safety.

(D) 2 representatives of Indian tribes who
have expertise in levee safety.

(2) NONVOTING MEMBERS.—The Secretary (or a
designee of the Secretary), the Administrator of the
Federal Emergency Management Agency (or a des-
wgnee of the Administrator), and the administrator of
the national levee safety program appointed under
section 6004(b)(1)(A) shall serve as monvoting mem-
bers of the Board.

(3) CHAIRPERSON.—The wvoting members of the
Board shall appoint a chairperson from among the
voting members of the Board, to serve a term of not
more than 2 years.

(¢) QUALIFICATIONS.—

(1) INDIVIDUALS.—Fach voting member of the
Board shall be knowledgeable in the field of levee safe-
ty, including water resources and flood risk manage-
ment.

(2) As A wHOLE—The membership of the
Board, considered as a whole, shall represent the di-
versity of skills required to advise the Secretary re-

garding levee issues relating to—
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(A) engineering;
(B) public communications;
(C) program development and oversight;
(D) with respect to levees, flood risk man-
agement and hazard mitigation; and
(E) public safety and the environment.
(d) TERMS OF SERVICE.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—A voting member of the Board
shall be appointed for a term of 3 years, except that,
of the members first appointed—

(A) 5 shall be appointed for a term of 1
year;

(B) 5 shall be appointed for a term of 2
years; and

(C) 4 shall be appointed for a term of 3
years.

(2) REAPPOINTMENT.—A wvoting member of the
Board may be reappointed to the Board, as the Sec-
retary determines to be appropriate.

(3) VACANCIES.—A vacancy on the Board shall
be filled in the same manner as the original appoint-
ment was made.

(¢) STANDING COMMITTEES.—
(1) IN GENERAL—The Board shall be supported

by Standing Commattees, which shall be comprised of
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volunteers from all levels of government and the pri-
vate sector, to advise the Board regarding the na-
tional levee safety program.

(2) ESTABLISHMENT—The Standing Commit-
tees of the Board shall include—

(A) the Standing Committee on Partici-
pating Programs, which shall advise the Board
regarding—

(1) the development and implementa-
tion of State and tribal levee safety pro-
grams; and

(11) appropriate incentives (including
Sfinancial assistance) to be provided to
States, Indian tribes, and local and re-
gironal entities;

(B) the Standing Committee on Technical
Issues, which shall advise the Board regarding—

(1) the management of the national
levee database;

(i1) the development and maintenance
of levee safety guidelines;

(111) processes and materials for devel-
oping levee-related technical assistance and

traiming; and
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(iv) research and development activi-
ties relating to levee safety;

(C) the Standing Commaittee on Public Edu-
cation and Awareness, which shall advise the
Board regarding the development, vmplementa-
tion, and evaluation of targeted public outreach
Programs—

(1) to gather public input;

(11) to educate and raise awareness in
leveed areas of levee risks;

(111) to communicate information re-
garding participating programs; and

(iv) to track the effectiveness of public
education efforts relating to levee risks;

(D) the Standing Commattee on Safety and
Environment, which shall advise the Board re-
garding—

(1) operation and maintenance activi-
ties for existing levee projects;

(11) opportunities to coordinate public
safety, floodplain management, and envi-
ronmental protection actiwities relating to
levees;

(111) opportunities to coordinate envi-

ronmental permitting processes for oper-
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ation and maintenance activities at existing
levee projects in compliance with all appli-
cable laws; and

(iv) opportunities for collaboration by
environmental protection and public safety
terests in leveed areas and adjacent areas;
and

(E) such other standing committees as the

Secretary, in consultation with the Board, deter-

mines to be necessary.

(3) MEMBERSHIP.—

(A) IN GENERAL—The Board shall rec-

ommend to the Secretary for approval individ-

uals for membership on the Standing Commat-

tees.
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(B) QUALIFICATIONS.—

(i) INDIVIDUALS.—FEach member of a
Standing Committee shall be knowledgeable
wm the issue areas for which the Committee
18 charged with advising the Board.

(11) AS A WHOLE.—The membership of
each Standing Commattee, considered as a
whole, shall represent, to the maxivmum ex-
tent practicable, broad geographical diver-

sity.
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(C)  LimrraATioN.—FEach Standing Com-

maittee shall be comprised of not more than 10

members.

(f) DUTIES AND POWERS.—The Board—

(1) shall submit to the Secretary and Congress
an annual report regarding the effectiveness of the na-
tional levee safety program in accordance with section
6007; and

(2) may secure from other Federal agencies such
services, and enter into such contracts, as the Board
determines to be mecessary to carry out this sub-
section.

(9) TASKE FORCE COORDINATION.—The Board shall, to

the maximum extent practicable, coordinate the activities
of the Board with the Federal Interagency Floodplain Man-

agement Task Force.

(h) COMPENSATION.—

(1) FEDERAL EMPLOYEES.—Each member of the
Board who 1s an officer or employee of the United
States shall serve without compensation in addition
to compensation received for the services of the mem-
ber as an officer or employee of the United States, but
shall be allowed a per diem allowance for travel ex-
penses, at rates authorized for an employee of an

agency under subchapter I of chapter 57 of title 5,
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Unated States Code, while away from the home or reg-
ular place of business of the member in the perform-
ance of the duties of the Board.

(2) NON-FEDERAL EMPLOYEES.—To the extent
amounts are made available to carry out this section
m appropriations Acts, the Secretary shall provide to
each member of the Board who 1s not an officer or
employee of the United States a stipend and a per
diem allowance for travel expenses, at rates author-
wed for an employee of an agency under subchapter
I of chapter 57 of title 5, United States Code, while
away from the home or reqular place of business of
the member in performance of services for the Board.

(3) STANDING COMMITTEE MEMBERS.—Each
member of a Standing Committee shall—

(A) serve mn a voluntary capacity; but

(B) recewve a per diem allowance for travel
expenses, at rates authorized for an employee of
an agency under subchapter I of chapter 57 of
title 5, Unated States Code, while away from the
home or reqular place of business of the member

m performance of services for the Board.

(1) NONAPPLICABILITY OF FACA.—The Federal Advi-

24 sory Committee Act (5 U.S.C. App.) shall not apply to the

25 Board or the Standing Committees.
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SEC. 6006. INVENTORY AND INSPECTION OF LEVEES.

Section 9004(a)(2)(A) of the Water Resources Develop-
ment Act of 2007 (33 URNS.C. 3303(a)(2)(4)) is amended
by striking “and, for non-Federal levees, such information
on levee location as is provided to the Secretary by State
and local governmental agencies” and inserting “and up-
dated levee information provided by States, Indian tribes,
Federal agencies, and other entities”.

SEC. 6007. REPORTS.

(a) STATE OF LEVEES.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after
the date of enactment of this Act, and biennially
thereafter, the Secretary in coordination with the
Board, shall submit to Congress a report describing
the state of levees in the United States and the effec-
tiveness of the national levee safety program, includ-
mg—

(A) progress achieved in 1mplementing the
national levee safety program;

(B) State and tribal participation in the
national levee safety program;

(C) recommendations to improve coordina-
tion of levee safety, floodplain management, and
environmental protection concerns, including—

(1) identifying and evaluating opportu-
nities to coordinate public safety, floodplain
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management, and environmental protection
activities relating to levees; and

(11) evaluating opportunities to coordi-
nate environmental permitting processes for
operation and maintenance activities at ex-
wsting levee projects in compliance with all

applicable laws; and
(D) any recommendations for legislation
and other congressional actions necessary to en-

sure national levee safety.
(2) INCLUSION.—Each report under paragraph
(1) shall include a report of the Board that describes
the independent recommendations of the Board for the
mmplementation of the national levee safety program.
(b) NATIONAL DAM AND LEVEE SAFETY PROGRAM.—
Not later than 3 years after the date of enactment of this
Act, to the maximum extent practicable, the Secretary, in
coordination with the Board, shall submit to Congress a
report that includes recommendations regarding the aduvis-
ability and feasibility of, and potential approaches for, es-
tablishing a joint national dam and levee safety program.
(¢) ALIGNMENT OF FEDERAL PROGRAMS RELATING TO
LEVEES.—Not later than 2 years after the date of enact-
ment of this Act, the Comptroller General shall submit to

Congress a report on opportunities for alignment of Federal
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programs to provide incentives to State, tribal, and local
governments and individuals and entities—

(1) to promote shared responsibility for levee
safety;

(2) to encourage the development of strong State
and tribal levee safety programs;

(3) to better align the national levee safety pro-
gram with other Federal flood risk management pro-
grams; and

(4) to promote increased levee safety through
other Federal programs providing assistance to State
and local governments.

(d) LIABILITY FOR CERTAIN LEVEE KENGINEERING
ProJECTS.—Not later than 1 year after the date of enact-
ment of this Act, the Secretary shall submit to Congress a
report that includes recommendations that identify and ad-
dress any legal liability associated with levee engineering
projects that prevent—

(1) levee owners from obtaining needed levee en-
gineering services; or

(2) development and implementation of a State
or tribal levee safety program.

SEC. 6008. EFFECT OF TITLE.

Nothing in this title—
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(1) establishes any liability of the United States

or any officer or employee of the United States (in-
cluding the Board and the Standing Committees of

the Board) for any damages caused by any action or

farlure to act; or

(2) relieves an owner or operator of a levee of
any legal duty, obligation, or liability incident to the

ownership or operation of the levee.

SEC. 6009. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.

There are authorized to be appropriated to the Sec-

retary to carry out this title—

(1) for funding the administration and staff of
the national levee safety program, the Board, the
Standing Commattees of the Board, and participating
programs, $5,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014
through 2023;

(2) for technical programs, including the devel-
opment of levee safety guidelines, publications, train-
g, and technical assistance—

(A) $5,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014

through 2018;

(B) $7,500,000 for each of fiscal years 2019
and 2020; and
(C) $10,000,000 for each of fiscal years

2021 through 2023;
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1 (3) for public involvement and education pro-
2 grams, $3,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014
3 through 2023;

4 (4) to carry out the levee inventory and inspec-
5 tions under section 9004 of the Water Resources De-
6 velopment Act of 2007 (33 U.S.C. 3303), $30,000,000
7 Jor each of fiscal years 2014 through 2018;

8 (5) for grants to State and tribal levee safety
9 programs, $300,000,000 for fiscal years 2014 through
10 2023; and

11 (6) for levee rehabilitation assistance grants,
12 $300,000,000 for fiscal years 2014 through 2023.

13 TITLE VII—-INLAND WATERWAYS

14 SEC. 7001. PURPOSES.

15 The purposes of this title are—

16 (1) to improve program and project management

In this title:

(1) INLAND WATERWAYS TRUST FUND.—The
term “Inland Waterways Trust Fund” means the In-
land Waterways Trust Fund established by section
9506(a) of the Internal Revenue Code of 1986.

(2) QUALIFYING PROJECT.—The term “quali-
Jying project” means any construction or major reha-
Dilitation project for navigation infrastructure of the
wmland and intracoastal waterways that is—

(A) authorized before, on, or after the date
of enactment of this Act;

(B) not completed on the date of enactment
of this Act; and

(C) funded at least in part from the Inland

Waterways Trust Fund.

(3) SECRETARY.—The term “Secretary” means
the Secretary of the Army, acting through the Chief

of Engineers.
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1 SEC. 7003. PROJECT DELIVERY PROCESS REFORMS.

2 (a) REQUIREMENTS FOR (UALIFYING PROJECTS.—
3 With respect to each qualifying project, the Secretary shall
4 require—
5 (1) formal project management training and cer-
6 tification for each project manager;
7 (2) assignment as project manager only of per-
8 sonnel fully certified by the Chief of Engineers; and
9 (3) for an applicable cost estimation, that—

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(111) for a qualified project without a
completed Chief of Engineers report, prior
to the completion of such a report; and

(iv) for a qualified project with a com-
pleted Chief of Engineers report that has
not yet been authorized, during design for
the qualified project.

(b) ADDITIONAL PROJECT DELIVERY PROCESS RE-

FORrRMS.—Not later than 18 months after the date of enact-

ment of this Act, the Secretary shall—

(1) establish a system to identify and apply on
a continuing basis lessons learned from prior or ongo-
g qualifyang projects to improve the likelihood of
on-time and on-budget completion of qualifying
projects;

(2) evaluate early contractor involvement acqui-
sition procedures to improve on-time and on-budget
project delivery performance; and

(3) implement any additional measures that the
Secretary determines will achieve the purposes of this
title and the amendments made by this title, includ-
g, as the Secretary determines to be appropriate—

(A) the vmplementation of applicable prac-

tices and procedures developed pursuant to man-
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agement by the Secretary of an applicable maili-
tary construction program;
(B) the establishment of 1 or more centers

of expertise for the design and review of quali-

Jying projects;

(C) the development and use of a portfolio
of standard designs for inland navigation locks;

(D) the use of full-funding contracts or for-
mulation of a revised continuing contracts
clause; and

(E) the establishment of procedures for rec-
ommending new project construction starts using

a capital projects business model.

(¢c) PILOT PROJECTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraph (2), the

Secretary may carry out 1 or more pilot projects to
evaluate processes or procedures for the study, design,

or construction of qualifying projects.

(2) INCLUSIONS.—At a minimum, the Secretary

shall carry out pilot projects under this subsection to

evaluate—

(A) early contractor involvement in the de-

velopment of features and components;
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(B) an appropriate use of continuing con-
tracts for the construction of features and compo-
nents; and

(C) applicable principles, procedures, and
processes used for mailitary construction projects.

(d) INLAND WATERWAYS USER BOARD.—Section 302
of the Water Resources Development Act of 1986 (33 U.S.C.
2251) 1s amended—

(1) by striking subsection (b) and inserting the
Jollowing:

“(b) DurIES OF USERS BOARD.—

“(1) IN GENERAL.—The Users Board shall meet
not less frequently than semiannually to develop and
make recommendations to the Secretary and Congress
regarding the inland waterways and inland harbors
of the United States.

“(2) ADVICE AND RECOMMENDATIONS.—For
commercial navigation features and components of
the inland waterways and nland harbors of the
Unated States, the Users Board shall provide—

“(A) prior to the development of the budget
proposal of the President for a given fiscal year,
advice and recommendations to the Secretary re-
garding construction and rehabilitation prior-

ttes and spending levels;
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“(B) aduvice and recommendations to Con-
gress regarding any report of the Chief of Engi-
neers relating to those features and components;

“(C) advice and recommendations to Con-
gress regarding an increase in the authorized
cost of those features and components;

“(D) not later than 60 days after the date
of the submassion of the budget proposal of the
President to Congress, advice and recommenda-

approved by the Users Board.

“(3) CRITERIA.—In developing the plan and
prioritization criteria under paragraph (1), the Sec-
retary shall ensure, to the maximum extent prac-
ticable, that investments made under the 20-year pro-
gram described in paragraph (1)—

“(A) are made in all geographical areas of
the inland waterways system; and

“(B) ensure efficient funding of inland wa-
terways projects.

“(4) STRATEGIC REVIEW AND UPDATE.—Not
later than 5 years after the date of enactment of this
subsection, and not less frequently than once every 5
years thereafter, the Secretary, in conjunction with
the Users Board, shall—

“(A) submat to Congress a strategic review
of the 20-year program in effect under this sub-
section, which shall identify and explain any

changes to the project-specific recommendations
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contained wn the previous 20-year program (in-
cluding any changes to the prioritization criteria
used to develop the updated recommendations);
and

“(B) make such revisions to the program as
the Secretary and Users Board jointly consider
to be appropriate.

“(e) PROJECT MANAGEMENT PLANS.—The chairperson
of the Users Board and the project development team mem-
ber appointed by the chairperson under subsection (b)(3)
shall sign the project management plan for the qualifying
project or the study or design of a commercial navigation
Jeature or component of the inland waterways and inland
harbors of the Unated States.”.

SEC. 7004. MAJOR REHABILITATION STANDARDS.

Section 205(1)(E)(1v) of the Water Resources Develop-
ment Act of 1992 (33 U.S.C. 2327(1)(KE)(11)) is amended
by striking “$8,000,000” and inserting “$20,000,000”.

SEC. 7005. INLAND WATERWAYS SYSTEM REVENUES.

(a) FINDINGS.—Congress finds that—

(1) there are approximately 12,000 miles of Fed-
eral waterways, known as the inland waterways sys-
tem, that are supported by user fees and managed by

the Corps of Engineers;
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(2) the inland waterways system spans 38 States
and handles approximately one-half of all inland wa-
terway freight;

(3) according to the final report of the Inland
Marine Transportation System Capital Projects Busi-
ness Model, freight traffic on the Federal fuel-taxed
wmland waterways system accounts for 546,000,000
tons of freight each year;

(4) expenditures for construction and major re-
habilitation projects on the inland waterways system
are equally cost-shared between the Federal Govern-
ment and the Inland Waterways Trust Fund;

(5) the Inland Waterways Trust Fund is fi-
nanced through a fee of $0.20 per gallon on fuel used
by commercial barges;

(6) the balance of the Inland Waterways Trust
Fund has declined significantly in recent years;

(7) according to the final report of the Inland
Marine Transportation System Capital Projects Busi-
ness Model, the estimated financial need for construc-
tion and major rehabilitation projects on the inland
waterways system for fiscal years 2011 through 2030
1s approxvmately $18,000,000,000; and

(8) wusers of the inland waterways system are

supportive of an increase n the existing revenue
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sources for inland waterways system construction and

major rehabilitation activities to expedite the most

critical of those construction and major rehabilitation
projects.

(b) SENSE OF CONGRESS.—I1 is the sense of Congress
that—

(1) the existing revenue sources for inland water-
ways system construction and rehabilitation activities
are msufficient to cover the costs of non-Federal inter-
ests of construction and major rehabilitation projects
on the inland waterways system; and

(2) the issue described in paragraph (1) should
be addressed.

SEC. 7006. EFFICIENCY OF REVENUE COLLECTION.

Not later than 2 years after the date of enactment of
this Act, the Comptroller General shall prepare a report on
the efficiency of collecting the fuel tax for the Inland Water-
ways Trust Fund, which shall include—

(1) an evaluation of whether current methods of
collection of the fuel tax result in full compliance with
requirements of the law;

(2) whether alternative wmethods of collection
would result in increased revenues into the Inland

Waterways Trust Fund; and
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(3) an evaluation of alternative collection op-
tions.
SEC. 7007. GAO STUDY, OLMSTED LOCKS AND DAM, LOWER
OHIO RIVER, ILLINOIS AND KENTUCKY.

As soon as practicable after the date of enactment of
this Act, the Comptroller General of the United States shall
conduct, and submit to Congress a report describing the re-
sults of, a study to determine why, and to what extent, the
project for navigation, Lower Ohio River, Locks and Dams
52 and 53, Illinots and Kentucky (commonly known as the
“Olmsted Locks and Dam project”), authorized by section
3(a)(6) of the Water Resources Development Act of 1988
(102 Stat. 4013), has exceeded the budget for the project
and the reasons why the project failed to be completed as
scheduled, including an assessment of—

(1) engineering methods used for the project;

(2) the management of the project;

(3) contracting for the project;

(4) the cost to the United States of benefils fore-
gone due to project delays; and

(5) such other contributory factors as the Comp-

troller General determines to be appropriate.
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SEC. 7008. OLMSTED LOCKS AND DAM, LOWER OHIO RIVER,
ILLINOIS AND KENTUCKY.
Section 3(a)(6) of the Water Resources Development
Act of 1988 (102 Stat. 4013) is amended by striking “and
with the costs of construction” and all that follows through
the period at the end and inserting “which amounts re-
maining after the date of enactment of this Act shall be

appropriated from the general fund of the Treasury.”.

TITLE VIII—HARBOR
MAINTENANCE

SEC. 8001. SHORT TITLE.

This title may be cited as the “Harbor Maintenance
Trust Fund Act of 2013”.
SEC. 8002. PURPOSES.

“total budget resources” means the total amount made
available by appropriations Acts from the Harbor
Maintenance Trust Fund for a fiscal year for making
expenditures under section 9505(c) of the Internal
Revenue Code of 1986.

(2) LEVEL OF RECEIPTS PLUS INTEREST.—The
term “level of receipts plus interest” means the level
of taxes and interest credited to the Harbor Mainte-
nance Trust Fund under section 9505 of the Internal
Revenue Code of 1986 for a fiscal year as set forth in
the President’s budget baseline projection, as deter-
mined under section 257 of the Balanced Budget and
Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 (2 U.S.C. 907)

Jor that fiscal year submatted pursuant to section

1105 of title 31, Unated States Code.
(b) MINIMUM RESOURCES.—
(1) MINIMUM RESOURCES.—
(A) IN GENERAL—The total budget re-

sources made available to the Secretary from the
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Harbor Maintenance Trust Fund shall be not
less than the lesser of—
(i)d)  for  fiscal  year 2014,
$1,000,000,000;
(1) Jor  fiscal year 2015,
$1,100,000,000;
(II1)  for  fiscal year 2016,
$1,200,000,000;
(Av)  for  fiscal year 2017,
$1,500,000,000;
(V) for  fiscal year 2018,
$1,400,000,000; and
(VI)  for  fiscal year 2019,
$1,500,000,000; and
(11) the level of receipts plus interest
credited to the Harbor Maintenance Trust

Fund for that fiscal year.

(B) FISCAL YEAR 2020 AND SUBSEQUENT
FISCAL YEARS.—For fiscal year 2020 and each
fiscal year thereafter, the total budget resources
made available to the Secretary from the Harbor
Maintenance Trust Fund shall be not less than
the level of receipts plus interest credited to the
Harbor Maintenance Trust Fund for that fiscal

year.
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(2) USE OF AMOUNTS.—The amounts described
m paragraph (1) may be used only for harbor main-
tenance programs described in section 9505(c) of the
Internal Revenue Code of 1986.

(¢) IMPACT ON OTHER FUNDS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraph (3), sub-
section (b)(1) shall not apply +f providing the min-
vmum resources required under that subsection would
result in making the amounts made available for the
applicable fiscal year to carry out all programs,
projects, and activities of the civnl works program of
the Corps of Engineers, other than the harbor mainte-
nance programs, to be less than the amounts made
available for those purposes in the previous fiscal
year.

(2) CALCULATION OF AMOUNTS.—For each fiscal
year, the amounts made available to carry out all
programs, projects, and activities of the civil works
program of the Corps of Engineers shall not include
any amounts that are designated by Congress—

(A) as being for emergency requirements
pursuant to section 251(0)(2)(A)(1) of the Bal-
anced Budget and Ewmergency Deficit Control
Act of 1985 (2 U.S.C. 901(b)(2)(A)(x)); or
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(B) as being for disaster relief pursuant to
section 251(b)(2)(D) of the Balanced Budget and
Emergency Deficit Control Act of 1985 (2 U.S.C.
901(b)(2)(D)).
(3)  EXCEPTIONS.—Paragraph (1) shall not

apply if—

(A4) amounts made available for the civil

(B) the reduction in amounts made avail-
able—

(1) applies to all discretionary funds
and programs of the Federal Government;

(11) 1s applied to the civil works pro-
gram in the same percentage and manner

as other discretionary funds and programs.

8004. HARBOR MAINTENANCE TRUST FUND

The purpose of this title and the amendments made
by this title 1s to reduce the risks to life and property from
dam failure in the Unated States through the reauthoriza-
tion of an effective national dam safety program that brings
together the expertise and resources of the Federal Govern-
ment and non-Federal interests in achieving national dam
safety hazard reduction.

TITLE X—INNOVATIVE
FINANCING PILOT PROJECTS

SEC. 10001. SHORT TITLE.

This title may be cited as the “Water Infrastructure
Finance and Innovation Act of 2013”.
SEC. 10002. PURPOSES.

The purpose of this title is to establish a pilot program

to assess the ability of inmovative financing tools to—
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(1) promote increased development of critical
water resources infrastructure by establishing addi-
tional opportunities for financing water resources
projects that complement but do not replace or reduce
existing Federal infrastructure financing tools such as
the State water pollution control revolving loan funds
established under title VI of the Federal Water Pollu-
tion Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1381 et seq.) and the
State drinking water treatment revolving loan funds
established under section 1452 of the Safe Drinking
Water Act (42 U.S.C. 300j—12);

(2) attract new investment capital to infrastruc-
ture projects that are capable of generating revenue
streams through user fees or other dedicated funding
sources;

(3) complement existing Federal funding sources
and address budgetary constraints on the Corps of
Engineers civil works program and existing waste-
water and drinking water infrastructure financing
Programs;

(4) leverage private investment in water re-
sources ifrastructure;

(5) align investments in water resources infra-

structure to achieve multiple benefits; and
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(6) assist communities facing significant water
quality, drinking water, or flood risk challenges with
the development of water infrastructure projects.

10003. DEFINITIONS.
In this title:

(1)  ADMINISTRATOR.—The term  “Adminis-
trator” means the Administrator of the Environ-
mental Protection Agency.

(2) COMMUNITY WATER SYSTEM.—The term
“community water system” has the meaning given the
term in section 1401 of the Safe Drinking Water Act
(42 U.S.C. 300f).

(3) FEDERAL CREDIT INSTRUMENT—The term
“Federal credit instrument” means a secured loan or
loan guarantee authorized to be made available under
thas title with respect to a project.

(4) INVESTMENT-GRADE RATING.—The term “in-
vestment-grade rating” means a rating of BBB
minus, Baa3, bbb minus, BBB (low), or higher as-
signed by a rating agency to project obligations.

(5) LENDER.—

(A) IN GENERAL—The term “lender”
means any non-Federal qualified institutional
buyer (as defined in section 230.144A(a) of title

17, Code of Federal Regulations (or a successor
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requlation), known as Rule 144A(a) of the Secu-

rities and Exchange Commission and issued

under the Securities Act of 1933 (15 U.S.C. 77a
et seq.)).

(B) INCLUSIONS.—The term “lender” in-
cludes—

(1) a qualified retirement plan (as de-
fined in section 4974(c) of the Internal Rev-
enue Code of 1986) that is a qualified insti-
tutional buyer; and

(11) a governmental plan (as defined in
section 414(d) of the Internal Revenue Code
of 1986) that s a qualified institutional
buyer.

(6) LOAN GUARANTEE.—The term “loan guar-
antee” means any guarantee or other pledge by the
Secretary or the Administrator to pay all or part of
the principal of, and interest on, a loan or other debt
obligation issued by an obligor and funded by a lend-
er.

(7) OBLIGOR.—The term “obligor” means an eli-
gible entity that is primarily liable for payment of
the principal of, or interest on, a Federal credit in-
strument.

(8) PROJECT OBLIGATION.
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(A) IN GENERAL—The term “project obli-
gation” means any mnote, bond, debenture, or
other debt obligation issued by an obligor in con-
nection with the financing of a project.

(B) ExcLUSION.—The term “project obliga-
tion” does not include a Federal credit instru-
ment.

(9) RATING AGENCY.—The term “rating agency”
means a credit rating agency registered with the Se-
curities and Exchange Commission as a nationally
recognized statistical rating organization (as defined
wm section 3(a) of the Securities Exchange Act of 1934
(15 U.S.C. 78c(a))).

(10) RURAL WATER INFRASTRUCTURE
PROJECT.—The term “rural water infrastructure
project” means a project that—

(A) 1is described in section 10007; and

(B) 1is located in a water system that serves
not more than 25,000 individuals.

(11) SECURED LOAN.—The term “secured loan”
means a direct loan or other debt obligation issued by
an obligor and funded by the Secretary in connection
with the financing of a project under section 10010.

(12) STATE.—The term “State” means—

(A) a State;
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(B) the District of Columbia;
(C) the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico; and
(D) any other territory or possession of the

United States.

(13) STATE INFRASTRUCTURE FINANCING AU-
THORITY.—The term “State infrastructure financing
authority” means the State entity established or des-
wgnated by the Governor of a State to receive a cap-
italization grant provided by, or otherwise carry out
the requirements of, title VI of the Federal Water Pol-
lution Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1381 et. seq.) or section
1452 of the Safe Drinking Water Act (42 U.S.C.
300j—12).

(14) SUBSIDY AMOUNT.—The term  “subsidy
amount” means the amount of budget authority suffi-
cient to cover the estimated long-term cost to the Fed-
eral Government of a Federal credit instrument, as
calculated on a net present value basis, excluding ad-
mainistrative costs and any incidental effects on gov-
ernmental receipts or outlays i accordance with the
Federal Credit Reform Act of 1990 (2 U.S.C. 661 et
seq.).

(15)  SUBSTANTIAL COMPLETION.—The term
“substantial completion™, with respect to a project,

means the earliest date on which a project is consid-

(16) TREATMENT WORKS.—The term “‘treatment
works” has the meaning given the term in section 212
of the Federal Water Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C.
1292).

SEC. 10004. AUTHORITY TO PROVIDE ASSISTANCE.

(a) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary and the Adminis-
trator may provide financial assistance under this title to
carry out pilot projects, which shall be selected to ensure
a dwersity of project types and geographical locations.

(b) RESPONSIBILITY.—

(1) SECRETARY.—The Secretary shall carry out
all pilot projects under this title that are eligible
projects under section 10007(1).

(2) ADMINISTRATOR.—The Administrator shall
carry out all pilot projects under this title that are
eligible projects under paragraphs (2), (3), (4), (5),
(6), and (8) of section 10007.

(3) OTHER PROJECTS.—The Secretary or the Ad-
ministrator, as applicable, may carry out eligible
projects under paragraph (7) or (9) of section 10007.

SEC. 10005. APPLICATIONS.
(a) IN GENERAL—To recetve assistance under this

title, an eligible entity shall submit to the Secretary or the
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Adminastrator, as applicable, an application at such time,
m such manner, and containing such information as the
Secretary or the Administrator may require.

(b) COMBINED PROJECTS.—In the case of an eligible
project described in paragraph (8) or (9) of section 10007,
the Secretary or the Administrator, as applicable, shall re-
quire the eligible entity to submit a single application for
the combined group of projects.

SEC. 10006. ELIGIBLE ENTITIES.
The following entities are eligible to receive assistance
under this title:
(1) A corporation.
(2) A partnership.
(3) A joint venture.
(4) A trust.
(5) A Federal, State, or local governmental enti-
ty, agency, or instrumentality.
(6) A tribal government or consortium of tribal
governments.
(7) A State infrastructure financing authority.
SEC. 10007. PROJECTS ELIGIBLE FOR ASSISTANCE.

The following projects may be carried out with
amounts made available under this title:

(1) A project for flood control or hurricane and

storm damage reduction that the Secretary has deter-
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mined 1s technically sound, economically justified,
and environmentally acceptable, including—

(A) a structural or nonstructural measure
to reduce flood risk, enhance stream flow, or pro-
tect natural resources; and

(B) a levee, dam, tunnel, aqueduct, res-
ervoir, or other related water infrastructure.

(2) 1 or more activities that are eligible for as-
sistance under section 603(c) of the Federal Water
Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1383(c)), notwith-
standing the public ownership requirement under
paragraph (1) of that subsection.

(3) 1 or more actiwvities described in section
1452(a)(2) of the Safe Drinking Water Act (42 U.S.C.
3001—12(a)(2)).

(4) A project for enhanced enerqy efficiency in
the operation of a public water system or a publicly
owned treatment works.

(5) A project for reparr, rehabilitation, or re-
placement of a treatment works, community water
system, or aging water distribution or waste collec-
tion facility (including a facility that serves a popu-

lation or community of an Indian reservation).
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(6) A brackish or sea water desalination project,
a managed aquifer recharge project, or a water recy-
cling project.

(7) Acquisition of real property or an interest in
real property—

(A) if the acquisition is integral to a project
described in paragraphs (1) through (6); or

(B) pursuant to an existing plan that, in
the judgment of the Admanistrator or the Sec-
retary, as applicable, would mitigate the envi-
ronmental 1mpacts of water resources infrastruc-
ture projects otherwise eligible for assistance
under this section.

(8) A combination of projects, each of which is
eligible under paragraph (2) or (3), for which a State
mfrastructure financing authority submaits to the Ad-
munastrator a single application.

(9) A combination of projects secured by a com-
mon security pledge, each of which 1s eligible under
paragraph (1), (2), (3), (4), (), (6), or (7), for which
an eligible entity, or a combination of eligible enti-
ties, submits a single application.

SEC. 10008. ACTIVITIES ELIGIBLE FOR ASSISTANCE.
For purposes of this title, an eligible activity with re-

spect to an eligible project includes the cost of—
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(1) development-phase activities, including plan-
ning, feasibility analysis (including any related anal-
ysis mecessary to carry out an eligible project), rev-
enue forecasting, environmental review, permitting,
preliminary engineering and design work, and other
preconstruction activities;

(2) construction, reconstruction, rehabilitation,
and replacement activities;

(3) the acquisition of real property or an interest
m real property (including water rights, land relat-
g to the project, and improvements to land), envi-
ronmental matigation (including acquisitions pursu-
ant to section 10007(7)), construction contingencies,
and acquisition of equipment;

(4) capitalized interest necessary to meet market
requirements, reasonably required reserve funds, cap-
ital issuance expenses, and other carrying costs dur-
g construction; and

(5) refinancing interim construction funding,
long-term project obligations, or a secured loan or

loan guarantee made under this title.

SEC. 10009. DETERMINATION OF ELIGIBILITY AND PROJECT

SELECTION.

(a) ELIGIBILITY REQUIREMENTS.—To be eligible to re-

25 cewve financial assistance under this title, a project shall

(1) CREDITWORTHINESS.—

(G) The extent to which a project serves re-
girons with significant energy exploration, devel-
opment, or production areas.

(H) The extent to which a project serves re-
grons with significant water resource challenges,

SEC. 10010. SECURED LOANS.

(a) AGREEMENTS.—
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(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraphs (2)
through (4), the Secretary or the Administrator, as

Secretary or the Admanistrator, as applicable,
subject to subparagraph (C), may allow the obli-
gor to add unpaid principal and interest to the
outstanding balance of the secured loan.

(A) USE OF EXCESS REVENUES.—Any ex-
cess revenues that remain after satisfying sched-
uled debt service requirements on the project obli-
gations and secured loan and all deposit require-
ments under the terms of any trust agreement,
bond resolution, or similar agreement securing
project obligations may be applied annually to
prepay a secured loan under this section without
penalty.

(B) USE OF PROCEEDS OF REFINANCING.—
A secured loan under this section may be pre-

pard at any tvme without penalty from the pro-
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ceeds of refinancing from non-Federal funding

sources.

(d) SALE OF SECURED LOANS.—

(1) IN GENERAL—Subject to paragraph (2), as
soon as practicable after the date of substantial com-
pletion of a project and after providing a notice to the
obligor, the Secretary or the Administrator, as appli-
cable, may sell to another entity or reoffer into the
capital markets a secured loan for a project under
this section, if the Secretary or the Administrator, as
applicable, determines that the sale or reoffering can
be made on favorable terms.

(2) CONSENT OF OBLIGOR.—In making a sale or
reoffering under paragraph (1), the Secretary or the
Administrator, as applicable, may not change the
original terms and conditions of the secured loan
without the written consent of the obligor.

(¢) LOAN GUARANTEES.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary or the Admin-
istrator, as applicable, may provide a loan guarantee
to a lender in liew of making a secured loan under
this section, if the Secretary or the Administrator, as
applicable, determines that the budgetary cost of the
loan guarantee 1s substantially the same as that of a

secured loan.
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(2) TERMS.—The terms of a loan guarantee pro-
vided under this subsection shall be consistent with
the terms established in this section for a secured
loan, except that the rate on the guaranteed loan and
any prepayment features shall be negotiated between
the obligor and the lender, with the consent of the Sec-

retary or the Administrator, as applicable.

SEC. 10011. PROGRAM ADMINISTRATION.

(a) REQUIREMENT.—The Secretary or the Adminis-

trator, as applicable, shall establish a uniform system to
service the Federal credit instruments made available under

this tatle.

(b) FEES.—

(1) IN GENERAL—The Secretary or the Admin-
istrator, as applicable, may collect and spend fees,
contingent on authority being provided in appropria-
tions Acts, at a level that is sufficient to cover—

(A) the costs of services of expert firms re-
tained pursuant to subsection (d); and
(B) all or a portion of the costs to the Fed-
eral Government of servicing the Federal credit
mstruments provided under this title.
(¢) SERVICER.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary or the Admin-

wstrator, as applicable, may appoint a financial enti-
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ty to assist the Secretary or the Admainistrator in

servicing the Federal credit instruments provided

under this title.

(2) DUTIES.—A servicer appointed under para-
graph (1) shall act as the agent for the Secretary or
the Administrator, as applicable.

(3) FEE—A servicer appointed under para-
graph (1) shall receive a servicing fee, subject to ap-
proval by the Secretary or the Admanistrator, as ap-
plicable.

(d) ASSISTANCE FrROM EXPERTS.—The Secretary or
the Admanastrator, as applicable, may retain the services,
wmeluding counsel, of organizations and entities with exper-
tise wn the field of municipal and project finance to assist
m the underwriting and servicing of Federal credit instru-
ments provided under this title.

(e) APPLICABILITY OF OTHER LAWS.—Section 513 of
the Federal Water Pollution Control Act (33 U.S.C. 1372)
applies to the construction of a project carried out, in whole
or in part, with assistance made available through a Fed-
eral credit instrument under this title in the same manner
that section applies to a treatment works for which a grant

1s made available under that Act.
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SEC. 10012. STATE, TRIBAL, AND LOCAL PERMITS.

The provision of financial assistance for project under
this title shall not—

(1) relieve any recipient of the assistance of any
obligation to obtain any required State, local, or trib-
al permit or approval with respect to the project;

(2) Limat the right of any unit of State, local, or
tribal government to approve or requlate any rate of
return on private equity imvested 1n the project; or

(3) otherwise supersede any State, local, or tribal
law (including any regulation) applicable to the con-
struction or operation of the project.

SEC. 10013. REGULATIONS.

The Secretary or the Administrator, as applicable,
may promulgate such regulations as the Secretary or Ad-
manastrator determines to be appropriate to carry out this
title.

SEC. 10014. FUNDING.

(a) IN GENERAL.—There is authorized to be appro-
priated to each of the Secretary and the Administrator to
carry out this title $50,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014
through 2018, to remain available until expended.

(b) ADMINISTRATIVE COSTS.—Of the funds made
avarlable to carry out this title, the Secretary or the Admin-
wstrator, as applicable, may use for the administration of
this title, including for the provision of technical assistance
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to ard project sponsors i obtaining the necessary approvals

for the project, not more than $2,200,000 for each of fiscal

years 2014 through 2018.
SEC. 10015. REPORT TO CONGRESS.

Not later than 2 years after the date of enactment of
this Act, and every 2 years thereafter, the Secretary or the
Administrator, as applicable, shall submit to the Commattee
on Environment and Public Works of the Senate and the
Committee on Transportation and Infrastructure of the
House of Representatives a report summarizing for the
projects that are receiving, or have recewved, assistance
under this title—

(1) the financial performance of those projects,
meluding a recommendation as to whether the objec-
tives of this title are being met; and

(2) the public benefit provided by those projects,
meluding, as applicable, water quality and water
quantity improvement, the protection of drinking
water, and the reduction of flood risk.

SEC. 10016. USE OF AMERICAN IRON, STEEL, AND MANUFAC-
TURED GOODS.

(a) IN GENERAL—Except as provided in subsection
(b), none of the amounts made available under this Act may
be used for the construction, alteration, maintenance, or re-

pawr of a project eligible for assistance under this title un-
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less all of the vron, steel, and manufactured goods used in
the project are produced in the United States.

(b) EXCEPTION.—Subsection (a) shall not apply in

any case or category of cases in which the Secretary finds
that—

(1) applying subsection (a) would be inconsistent
with the public interest;

(2) aron, steel, and the relevant manufactured
goods are not produced in the United States in suffi-
cient and reasonably available quantities and of «a
satisfactory quality; or

(3) anclusion of iron, steel, and manufactured
goods produced in the United States will increase the
cost of the overall project by more than 25 percent.

(¢c) PUBLIC NOTICE.—If the Secretary determines that
it 1s necessary to waive the application of subsection (a)
based on a finding under subsection (D), the Secretary shall
publish in the Federal Register a detailed written justifica-
tion as to why the provision 1s being warved.

(d) INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENTS.—Thais section shall
be applied in a manner consistent with United States obli-

gations under international agreements.
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TITLE XI—EXTREME WEATHER
SEC. 11001. DEFINITION OF RESILIENT CONSTRUCTION
TECHNIQUE.
In this title, the term ““resilient construction tech-
nique’” means a construction method that—
(1) allows a property—
(A) to resist hazards brought on by a major
disaster; and
(B) to continue to provide the primary
Junctions of the property after a major disaster;
(2) reduces the magnitude or duration of a dis-
ruptiwve event to a property; and
(3) has the absorptive capacity, adaptive capac-
wty, and recoverability to withstand a potentially dis-
ruptive event.

SEC. 11002. STUDY ON RISK REDUCTION.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 18 months after the
date of enactment of this Act, the Secretary, in coordination
with the Secretary of the Interior and the Secretary of Com-
merce, shall enter into an arrangement with the National
Academy of Sciences to carry out a study and make rec-
ommendations relating to infrastructure and coastal res-
toration options for reducing risk to hwman life and prop-
erty from extreme weather events, such as hurricanes, coast-

al storms, and inland flooding.
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(b) CONSIDERATIONS.—The study under subsection (a)

shall include—

(1) an analysis of strategies and water resources
projects, including authorized water resources projects
that have not yet been constructed, and other projects
implemented in the Unated States and worlduide to
respond to wrisk associated with extreme weather
events;

(2) an analysis of—

(A) historical extreme weather events;

(B) the ability of existing infrastructure to
mitigate risks associated with extreme weather
events; and

(C) the reduction in long-term costs and
vulnerability to infrastructure through the use of
resilient construction techniques.

(3) adentification of proven, science-based ap-
proaches and mechanisms for ecosystem protection
and identification of natural resources likely to have
the greatest need for protection, restoration, and con-
servation so that the infrastructure and restoration
projects can continue safequarding the communities

wm, and sustaining the economy of, the United States;
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(4) an estimation of the funding necessary to 1m-
prove infrastructure in the United States to reduce
risk associated with extreme weather events;

(5) an analysis of the adequacy of current fund-
mg sources and the identification of potential new
Junding sources to finance the mecessary infrastruc-
ture improvements referred to in paragraph (3); and

(6) an analysis of the Federal, State, and local
costs of natural disasters and the potential cost-sav-
mgs associated with implementing mitigation meas-

UTeEs.

(¢) COORDINATION.—The National Academy of
Sciences may cooperate with the National Academy of Pub-
lic Admanastration to carry out 1 or more aspects of the
study under subsection (a).

(d) PUBLICATION.—Not later than 30 days after com-
pletion of the study under subsection (a), the National
Academy of Sciences shall—

(1) submat a copy of the study to the Commattee
on Environment and Public Works of the Senate and
the Commattee on Transportation and Infrastructure
of the House of Representatives; and

(2) make a copy of the study available on a pub-

licly accessible Internet site.
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SEC. 11003. GAO STUDY ON MANAGEMENT OF FLOOD,

DROUGHT, AND STORM DAMAGE.

(a) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 1 year after the date
of enactment of this Act, the Comptroller General shall sub-
mit to the Commattee on Environment and Public Works
of the Senate and the Committee on Transportation and
Infrastructure of the House of Representatives a study of
the strategies used by the Corps of Engineers for the com-

prehensive management of water resources in response to

Sfloods, storms, and droughts, including an historical review

of the ability of the Corps of Engineers to manage and re-
spond to historical drought, storm, and flood events.

(b) CONSIDERATIONS.—The study under subsection (a)
shall address—

(1) the extent to which existing water manage-
ment activities of the Corps of Engineers can better
meet the goal of addressing future flooding, drought,
and storm damage risks, which shall include analysis
of all historical extreme weather events that have been
recorded during the previous 5 centuries as well as in
the geological record;

(2) whether existing water resources projects
buwilt or maintained by the Corps of Engineers, in-
cluding dams, levees, floodwalls, flood gates, and other
appurtenant infrastructure were designed to ade-

quately address flood, storm, and drought impacts
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and the extent to which the water resources projects
have been successful at addressing those impacts;

(3) any recommendations for approaches for re-
parring, rebuilding, or restoring infrastructure, land,
and natural resowurces that consider the risks and
vulnerabilities associated with past and future ex-
treme weather events;

(4) whether a reevaluation of existing manage-
ment approaches of the Corps of Engineers could re-
sult . greater efficiencies in water management and
project delivery that would enable the Corps of Engi-
neers to better prepare for, contain, and respond to
flood, storm, and drought conditions;

(5) any recommendations for improving the
planning processes of the Corps of Engineers to pro-
vide opportunities for comprehensive management of
water resources that increases efficiency and improves
response to flood, storm, and drought conditions;

(6) any recommendations on the use of resilient
construction techniques to reduce future vulnerability
Jfrom flood, storm, and drought conditions; and

(7) any recommendations for improving ap-
proaches to rebuilding or restoring infrastructure and

natural resources that contribute to risk reduction,
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such as coastal wetlands, to prepare for flood and
drought.
11004. POST-DISASTER WATERSHED ASSESSMENTS.
(a) WATERSHED ASSESSMENTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—In an area that the President
has declared a major disaster in accordance with sec-
tion 401 of the Robert T. Stafford Disaster Relief and
Emergency Assistance Act (42 U.S.C. 5170), the Sec-
retary may carry out a watershed assessment to iden-
tify, to the maximum extent practicable, specific flood
risk reduction, hurricane and storm damage reduc-
tion, ecosystem restoration, or navigation project rec-
ommendations that will help to rehabilitate and 1m-
prove the resiliency of damaged infrastructure and
natural resources to reduce risks to human life and
property from future natural disasters.

(2) EXISTING PROJECTS.—A watershed assess-
ment carried oul paragraph (1) may identify existing
projects being carried out under 1 or more of the au-
thorities referred to in subsection (b) (1).

(3) DUPLICATE WATERSHED ASSESSMENTS.—In
carrying out a watershed assessment under paragraph
(1), the Secretary shall use all existing watershed as-
sessments and related information developed by the

Secretary or other Federal, State, or local entities.
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(b) PROJECTS.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—The Secretary may carry out
1 or more small projects identified in a watershed as-
sessment under subsection (a) that the Secretary
would otherwise be authorized to carry out under—
(A) section 205 of the Flood Control Act of
1948 (33 U.S.C. 701s);
(B) section 111 of the River and Harbor
Act of 1968 (33 U.S.C. 4261);
(C) section 206 of the Water Resources De-
velopment Act of 1996 (33 U.S.C. 2330);
(D) section 1135 of the Water Resources De-
velopment Act of 1986 (33 U.S.C. 2309a);
(E) section 107 of the River and Harbor
Act of 1960 (33 U.S.C. 577); or
(F) section 3 of the Act of August 13, 1946
(33 U.S.C. 426g).
(2) EXISTING PROJECTS.—In carrying out a
project under paragraph (1), the Secretary shall—
(A) to the maximum extent practicable, use
all existing information and studies available for
the project; and
(B) not require any element of a study com-
pleted for the project prior to the disaster to be

repeated.
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(¢) REQUIREMENTS.—AILl requirements applicable to a
project under the Acts described in subsection (b) shall
apply to the project.

(d) LIMITATIONS ON ASSESSMENTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—A watershed assessment under
subsection (a) shall be initiated not later than 2 years
after the date on which the major disaster declaration
18 1ssued.

(2) FEDERAL SHARE.—The Federal share of the
cost of carrying out a watershed assessment under
subsection (a) shall not exceed $1,000,000.

(¢) AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS.—There is
authorized to be appropriated to carry out this section
$25,000,000 for each of fiscal years 2014 through 2018.

SEC. 11005. AUTHORITY TO ACCEPT AND EXPEND NON-FED-
ERAL AMOUNTS.

The Secretary is authorized to accept and expend
amounts provided by non-Federal interests for the purpose
of repairing, restoring, or replacing water resources projects
that have been damaged or destroyed as a result of a major
disaster or other emergency if the Secretary determines that
the acceptance and expenditure of those amounts is in the

public interest.
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TITLE XII—NATIONAL
ENDOWMENT FOR THE OCEANS

SEC. 12001. SHORT TITLE.

This title may be cited as the “National Endowment
for the Oceans Act”.
SEC. 12002. PURPOSES.

The purposes of this title are to protect, conserve, re-
store, and understand the oceans, coasts, and Great Lakes
of the United States, ensuring present and future genera-
tions will benefit from the full range of ecological, economic,
educational, social, cultural, nutritional, and recreational
opportunities and services these resources arve capable of
providing.

SEC. 12003. DEFINITIONS.

In this title:

(1) COASTAL SHORELINE COUNTY.—The term

“coastal shoreline county” has the meaning given the

term by the Administrator of the Federal Emergency

Management Agency for purposes of administering

the National Flood Insurance Act of 1968 (42 U.S.C.

4001 et seq.).

(2) COASTAL STATE.—The term “coastal State”
has the meaning given the term “coastal state” in sec-

tion 304 of the Coastal Zone Management Act of 1972

(16 U.S.C. 1453).
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(3) COrRPUS.—The term “corpus”, with respect
to the Endowment fund, means an amount equal to
the Federal payments to such fund, amounts contrib-
uted to the fund from non-Federal sources, and appre-
ciation from capital gains and reinvestment of in-
come.

(4)  ENDOWMENT—The term  “Endowment”
means the endowment established under subsection
(a).

(5) ENDOWMENT FUND.—The term “Endowment

Jund” means a fund, or a tax-exempt foundation, es-

tablished and maintained pursuant to this title by the
Foundation for the purposes described in section
12004 (a).

(6) FOUNDATION—The term  “Foundation”
means the National Fish and Wildlife Foundation es-
tablished by section 2(a) of the National Fish and
Wildlife Foundation Establishment Act (16 U.S.C.
3701(a)).

(7) INCOME.—The term “income”, with respect
to the Endowment fund, means an amount equal to
the dwvidends and interest accruing from investments
of the corpus of such fund.

(8) INDIAN TRIBE.—The term “Indian tribe” has

the meaning given that term in section 4 of the In-
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dvan  Self-Determination and Education Assistance

Act (25 U.S.C. 4500).

(9) SECRETARY.—The term “Secretary” means
the Secretary of Commerce.

(10) TipAL SHORELINE.—The term “tidal shore-
line” has the meaning given that term pursuant to
section 923.110(c)(2)(v) of title 15, Code of Federal
Regulations, or a similar successor requlation.

SEC. 12004. NATIONAL ENDOWMENT FOR THE OCEANS.

(a) ESTABLISHMENT.—The Secretary and the Founda-
tion are authorized to establish the National Endowment
Jor the Oceans as a permanent Endowment fund, in accord-
ance with thas section, to further the purposes of this title
and to support the programs established under this title.

(b) AGREEMENTS.—The Secretary and the Foundation
may enter into such agreements as may be necessary to
carry out the purposes of this title.

(¢c) DEPOSITS.—There shall be deposited in the Fund,
which shall constitute the assets of the Fund, amounts as
Jollows:

(1) Amounts appropriated or otherwise made
avarlable to carry out this title.

(2) Amounts earned through investment under

subsection (d).
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(d) INVESTMENTS.—The Foundation shall invest the
Endowment fund corpus and income for the benefit of the
Endowment.

(¢) REQUIREMENTS.—Any amounts received by the
Foundation pursuant to thas title shall be subject to the pro-
vistons of the National Fish and Wildlife Establishment Act
(16 U.S.C. 3701 et seq.), except the provisions of section
10(a) of that Act (16 U.S.C. 3709(a)).

(f) WITHDRAWALS AND EXPENDITURES.—

(1) ALLOCATION OF FUNDS.—Each fiscal year,
the Foundation shall, in consultation with the Sec-
retary, allocate an amount equal to not less than 3
percent and not more than 7 percent of the corpus of
the Endowment fund and the income generated from
the Endowment fund from the current fiscal year.

(2) EXPENDITURE.—FExcept as provided in
paragraph (3), of the amounts allocated under para-
graph (1) for each fiscal year—

(A) at least 59 percent shall be used by the

Foundation to award grants to coastal States

under section 12006(D);

(B) at least 39 percent shall be allocated by
the Foundation to award grants under section

12006(c); and
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(C) no more than 2 percent may be used by
the Secretary and the Foundation for adminis-
trative expenses to carry out this title, which
amount shall be divided between the Secretary
and the Foundation pursuant to an agreement
reached and documented by both the Secretary
and the Foundation.

(3) PROGRAM ADJUSTMENTS.—

(A) IN GENERAL—In any fiscal year in
which the amount described in subparagraph (B)
1s less than $100,000,000, the Foundation, in
consultation with the Secretary, may elect not to
use any of the amounts allocated under para-
graph (1) for that fiscal year to award grants
under section 12006(D).

(B) DETERMINATION AMOUNT.—The
amount described in this subparagraph for a fis-
cal year 1s the amount that is equal to the sum
of—

(1) the amount that s 5 percent of the
corpus of the Endowment fund; and

(11) the aggregate amount of income the
Foundation expects to be generated from the

Endowment fund in that fiscal year.
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(9) RECOVERY OF PAYMENTS.—After notice and an
opportunity for a hearing, the Secretary is authorized to
recover any Federal payments under this section if the
Foundation—

(1) makes a withdrawal or expenditure of the
corpus of the Endowment fund or the income of the
Endowment fund that is not consistent with the re-
quirements of section 12005; or

(2) fails to comply with a procedure, measure,
method, or standard established under section
12006(a)(1).

SEC. 12005. ELIGIBLE USES.

(a) IN GENERAL—Awmounts in the Endowment may
be allocated by the Foundation to support programs and
activities intended to restore, protect, maintain, or under-
stand liwing marine resources and their habitats and ocean,
coastal, and Great Lakes resources, including baseline sci-
entific research, ocean observing, and other programs and
activities carried out in coordination with Federal and
State departments or agencies, that are consistent with Fed-
eral environmental laws and that avoid environmental deg-
radation, including the following:

(1) Ocean, coastal, and Great Lakes restoration
and protection, including the protection of the envi-

ronmental integrity of such areas, and their related
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watersheds, including efforts to matigate potential vm-
pacts of sea level change, changes in ocean chemaistry,
and changes in ocean temperature.

(2) Restoration, protection, or maintenance of
liing ocean, coastal, and Great Lakes resources and
thewr habitats, including marine protected areas and
riparian  migratory habitat of coastal and marine
species.

(3) Planning for and managing coastal develop-
ment to enhance ecosystem integrity or minimize im-
pacts from sea level change and coastal erosion.

(4) Analyses of current and anticipated impacts
of ocean acidification and assessment of potential ac-
tions to minimize harm to ocean, coastal, and Great
Lakes ecosystems.

(5) Analyses of, and planning for, current and
anticipated uses of ocean, coastal, and Great Lakes
areas.

(6) Regional, subregional, or site-specific man-
agement efforts designed to manage, protect, or restore
ocean, coastal, and Great Lakes resources and eco-
systems.

(7) Research, assessment, monitoring, observa-
tion, modeling, and sharing of scientific information

that contribute to the understanding of ocean, coastal,
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and Great Lakes ecosystems and support the purposes

of thas title.

(8) Efforts to understand better the processes that
govern the fate and transport of petroleum hydro-
carbons released into the marine environment from
natural and anthropogenic sources, including spills.

(9) Efforts to vmprove spill response and pre-
paredness technologies.

(10) Acquiring property or interests in property
e coastal and estuarine areas, if such property or in-
terest 1s acquired in a manner that unll ensure such
property or interest will be administered to support
the purposes of this title.

(11) Protection and relocation of critical coastal
public infrastructure affected by erosion or sea level
change.

(b) MATCHING REQUIREMENT.—An amount from the
Endowment may not be allocated to fund a project or activ-
vty described in paragraph (10) or (11) of subsection (a)
unless non-Federal contributions in an amount equal to 30
percent or more of the cost of such project or activity is
made available to carry out such project or activity.

(¢) CONSIDERATIONS FOR GREAT LAKES STATES.—
Programs and activities funded in Great Lakes States shall

also seek to attain the goals embodied in the Great Lakes
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Restoration Initiative Plan, the Great Lakes Regional Col-
laboration Strategy, the Great Lakes Water Quality Agree-
ment, or other collaborative planning efforts of the Great
Lakes Region.

(d) PROHIBITION ON USE OF FUNDS FOR LITIGA-
TION.—No funds made available under this title may be
used to fund litigation over any matter.

SEC. 12006. GRANTS.

(a) ADMINISTRATION OF GGRANTS.—

(1) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 90 days after
the date of the enactment of this Act, the Foundation
shall establish the following:

(A) Application and review procedures for
the awarding of grants under this section, in-
cluding requirements ensuring that any amounts
awarded under such subsections may only be
used for an eligible use described under section
12005.

(B) Approval procedures for the awarding
of grants under this section that require con-
sultation with the Secretary of Commerce and
the Secretary of the Interior.

(C)  Ehgibility  criteria — for — awarding

grants—
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(1) wunder subsection (b) to coastal
States; and
(11) under subsection (¢) to entities in-
cluding States, Indian tribes, regional bod-
res, associations, non-governmental organi-
zations, and academic institutions.

(D) Performance accountability and moni-
toring measures for programs and activities
Junded by a grant awarded under subsection (D)
or (c).

(E) Procedures and methods to ensure accu-
rate accounting and appropriate administration
grants awarded wunder this section, including
standards of record keeping.

(F) Procedures to carry out audits of the
Endowment as necessary, but not less frequently
than once every 5 years.

(G) Procedures to carry out audits of the re-
cipients of grants under this section.

(2) APPROVAL PROCEDURES.—

(A) SvBmrrrarL.—The Foundation shall

submit to the Secretary each procedure, measure,

method, and standard established wunder para-

graph (1).
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(B) DETERMINATION AND NOTICE.—Not
later than 90 days after receiving the procedures,
measures, methods, and standards under sub-
paragraph (A), the Secretary shall—

(i) determine whether to approve or
disapprove of such procedures, measures,
methods, and standards; and

(11) notify the Foundation of such de-
termination.

(C) JUSTIFICATION OF DISAPPROVAL.—If
the Secretary disapproves of the procedures,
measures, methods, and standards under sub-
paragraph (B), the Secretary shall include in
notice submaitted under clause (1) of such sub-
paragraph the rationale for such disapproval.

(D) RESUBMITTAL.—Not later than 30 days
after the Foundation receives notification under
subparagraph (B)(i1) that the Secretary has dis-
approved the procedures, measures, methods, and
standards, the Foundation shall revise such pro-
cedures, measures, methods, and standards and
submit such revised procedures, measures, meth-
ods, and standards to the Secretary.

(E) REVIEW OF RESUBMITTAL.—Not later

than 30 days after receiving revised procedures,
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measures, methods, and standards resubmaitted
under subparagraph (D), the Secretary shall—
(1) determine whether to approve or
disapprove the revised procedures, measures,
methods, and standards; and
(11) notify the Foundation of such de-
termanation.
(b) GRANTS TO COASTAL STATES.—
(1) IN GENERAL.—Subject to paragraphs (3) and
(4), the Foundation shall award grants of amounts
allocated under section 12004(e)(2)(A) to eligible
coastal States, based on the following formula:

(A) Fifty percent of the funds are allocated
equally among eligible coastal States.

(B) Twenty-five percent of the funds are al-
located on the basis of the ratio of tidal shoreline
miles in a coastal State to the tidal shoreline
miles of all coastal States.

(C) Twenty-five percent of the funds are al-
located on the basis of the ratio of population
density of the coastal shoreline counties of a
coastal State to the population density of all
coastal shoreline counties.

(2) ELIGIBLE COASTAL STATES.—For purposes

of paragraph (1), an eligible coastal State includes—
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(A) a coastal State that has a coastal man-
agement program approved under the Coastal
Zone Management Act of 1972 (16 U.S.C. 1451
et seq.); and

(B) during the period beginning on the date
of the enactment of this Act and ending on De-
cember 31, 2018, a coastal State that had, dur-
g the period beginning January 1, 2008, and
ending on the date of the enactment of this Act,
a coastal management program approved as de-
seribed in subparagraph (A).

(3) MAXIMUM ALLOCATION TO STATES.—Not-
withstanding paragraph (1), not more than 10 per-
cent of the total funds distributed under this sub-
section may be allocated to any single State. Any
amount exceeding this limit shall be redistributed
among the remaining States according to the formula
established under paragraph (1).

(4) MAXIMUM ALLOCATION TO CERTAIN GEO-
GRAPHIC AREAS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding para-
graph (1), each geographic area described in sub-
paragraph (B) may not receive more than 1 per-
cent of the total funds distributed under this sub-

section. Any amount exceeding this limit shall be
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redistributed among the remaining States ac-
cording to the formula established under para-
graph (1).

(B) GEOGRAPHIC AREAS DESCRIBED.—The
geographic areas described in this subparagraph
are the following:

(1) American Samoa.

(ir) The Commonwealth of the North-
ern Mariana Islands.

(111) Guam.

(1v) Puerto Rico.

(v) The Virgin Islands.

(5) REQUIREMENT TO SUBMIT PLANS.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—To be eligible to receive
a grant under this subsection, a coastal State
shall submit to the Secretary, and the Secretary
shall review, a 5-year plan, which shall include
the following:

(1) A prioritized list of goals the coast-
al State intends to achieve during the time
period covered by the 5-year plan.

(11) Identification and general descrip-
tions of existing State projects or activities

that contribute to realization of such goals,
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meluding a deseription of the entities con-
ducting those projects or activities.

(111) General descriptions of projects or
activities, consistent with the eligible uses
described in section 12005, applicable provi-
stons of law relating to the environment,
and existing Federal ocean policy, that
could contribute to realization of such goals.

(i) Criteria to determine eligibility
Jor entities which may receive grants under
this subsection.

(v) A description of the competitive
process the coastal State will use in allo-
cating funds recewved from the Endowment,
except in the case of allocating funds under
paragraph (7), which shall include—

(I) a description of the relative
roles in the State competitive process of
the State coastal zone wmanagement
program approved under the Coastal
Zone Management Act of 1972 (16
U.S.C. 1451 et seq.) and any State Sea
Grant Program; and

(II) a demonstration that such

competitive process is consistent with
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the application and review procedures
established by the Foundation under
subsection (a)(1).
(B) UPDATES.—As a condition of receiving

a grant under this subsection, a coastal State
shall submait to the Secretary, not less frequently
than once every 5 years, an update to the plan
submaitted by the coastal State under subpara-
graph (A) for the 5-year period tmmediately fol-
lowing the most recent submaittal under this
paragraph.

(6) OPPORTUNITY FOR PUBLIC COMMENT.—In
determaning whether to approve a plan or an update
to a plan described in subparagraph (A) or (B) of
paragraph (5), the Secretary shall provide the oppor-
tunaty for, and take into consideration, public input
and comment on the plan.

(7) APPROVAL PROCEDURE.—

(A) IN GENERAL.—Not later than 30 days

after the opportunity for public comment on a

plan or an update to a plan of a coastal State

under paragraph (6), the Secretary shall notify
such coastal State that the Secretary—
(1) approves the plan as submitted; or

(11) disapproves the plan as submitted.
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(B) DISAPPROVAL.—If the Secretary dis-
approves a proposed plan or an update of a plan
submitted wunder subparagraph (A) or (B) of
paragraph (5), the Secretary shall provide notice
of such disapproval to the submitting coastal
State wn writing, and include in such notice the
rationale for the Secretary’s decision.

(C) RESUBMITTAL.—If the Secretary dis-
approves a plan of a coastal State under sub-
paragraph (A), the coastal State shall resubmit
the plan to the Secretary not later than 30 days
after recewving the notice of disapproval under
subparagraph (B).

(D) REVIEW OF RESUBMITTAL.—Not later
than 60 days after receiving a plan resubmitted
under subparagraph (C), the Secretary shall re-
view the plan.

(8) INDIAN TRIBES.—As a condition on receipt
of a grant under this subsection, a State that receives
a grant under this subsection shall ensure that Indian
tribes in the State are eligible to participate in the
competitive process described in the State’s plan
under paragraph (5)(A)(v).

(¢) NATIONAL GRANTS FOR OCEANS, COASTS, AND

25 GREAT LAKES.—
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(1) IN GENERAL—The Foundation wmay use
amounts allocated under section 12004(e)(2)(B) to
award grants according to the procedures established
i subsection (a) to support activities consistent with
section 12005.
(2) ADVISORY PANEL.—

(A) IN GENERAL—The Foundation shall es-
tablish an advisory panel to conduct reviews of
applications for grants under paragraph (1) and
the Foundation shall consider the recommenda-
tions of the Advisory Panel with respect to such
applications.

(B) MEMBERSHIP.—The advisory panel es-
tablished under subparagraph (A) shall include
persons representing a balanced and diverse
range, as determined by the Foundation, of—

(1) ocean, coastal, and Great Lakes de-
pendent industries;

(11) geographic regions;

(111) nmonprofit conservation organiza-
tions with a mission that includes the con-
servation and protection of liwving marine

resources and their habitats; and
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(iv) academic institutions with strong
scientific or technical credentials and expe-
rience i marine science or policy.
SEC. 12007. ANNUAL REPORT.

(a) REQUIREMENT FOR ANNUAL REPORT.—Beginning
with fiscal year 2014, not later than 60 days after the end
of each fiscal year, the Foundation shall submat to the Com-
mittee on Commerce, Science, and Transportation of the
Senate and the Committee on Natural Resources of the
House of Representatives a report on the operation of the
Endowment during the fiscal year.

(b) CONTENT.—Each annual report submaitted under
subsection (a) for a fiscal year shall include—

(1) a statement of the amounts deposited in the
Endowment and the balance remaining in the En-
dowment at the end of the fiscal year; and

(2) a description of the expenditures made from
the Endowment for the fiscal year, including the pur-
pose of the expenditures.

SEC. 12008. TULSA PORT OF CATOOSA, ROGERS COUNTY,
OKLAHOMA LAND EXCHANGE.

(a) DEFINITIONS.—In this section:

(1) FEDERAL LAND.—The term “Federal land”
means the approximately 87 acres of land situated in

Rogers County, Oklahoma, contained within Unated
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States Tracts 413 and 427, and acquired for the

McClellan-Kerr Arkansas Navigation System.

(2) NON-FEDERAL LAND.—The term “non-Fed-
eral land” means the approximately 34 acres of land
situated in Rogers County, Oklahoma and owned by
the Tulsa Port of Catoosa that lie immediately south
and east of the Federal land.

(b) LAND EXCHANGE.—Subject to subsection (c), on
conveyance by the Tulsa Port of Catoosa to the United
States of all right, title, and interest in and to the non-
Federal land, the Secretary shall convey to the Tulsa Port
of Catoosa, all rght, title, and interest of the United States
i and to the Federal land.

(¢) CONDITIONS.—

(1) DEEDS.—

(A) DEED TO NON-FEDERAL LAND.—The

Secretary may only accept conveyance of the

non-Federal land by warranty deed, as deter-

mained acceptable by the Secretary.
(B) DEED TO FEDERAL LAND.—The Sec-
retary shall convey the Federal land to the Tulsa

Port of Catoosa by quitclaim deed and subject to

any reservations, terms, and conditions that the

Secretary determines necessary to—
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(1) allow the Unated States to operate
and maintain the McClellan-Kerr Arkansas
River Navigation System; and
(i1) protect the interests of the United
States.

(2) LEGAL DESCRIPTIONS.—The exact acreage
and legal descriptions of the Federal land and the
non-Federal land shall be determined by surveys ac-
ceptable to the Secretary.

(3) PAYMENT OF COSTS.—The Tulsa Port of
Catoosa shall be responsible for all costs associated
with the land exchange authorized by this section, in-
cluding any costs that the Secretary determines nec-
essary and reasonable in the interest of the Unaited
States, including surveys, appraisals, real estate
transaction fees, administrative costs, and environ-
mental documentation.

(4) CASH PAYMENT.—If the appraised fair mar-
ket value of the Federal land, as determined by the
Secretary, exceeds the appraised fair market value of
the non-Federal land, as determined by the Secretary,
the Tulsa Port of Catoosa shall make a cash payment
to the United States reflecting the difference in the

appraised fair market values.
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(5) LIABILITY.—The Tulsa Port of Catoosa shall
hold and save the United States free from damages
arising from activities carried out under this section,
except for damages due to the fault or negligence of
the Unated States or a contractor of the United
States.

The term “reportable oil discharge history” has the
meaning used to describe the legal requirement to re-
port a discharge of oil under applicable law.

(7) SPILL PREVENTION, CONTROL, AND COUNTER-
MEASURE RULE.—The term “Spill Prevention, Con-
trol, and Countermeasure rule” means the requlation,

(b) CERTIFICATION.—In tmplementing the Spill Pre-

gallons, based on a significant risk of discharge to
water.

(2) ADJUSTMENT.—Not later than 18 wmonths
after the date on which the study described in para-
graph (1) is complete, the Admainistrator, in consulta-
tion with the Secretary of Agriculture, shall promul-
gate a rule to adjust the exemption levels described in
subsection (b)(2)(A) and (b)(1)(B) in accordance with

the study.
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SEC. 13002. AMERICA THE BEAUTIFUL NATIONAL PARKS

AND FEDERAL RECREATIONAL LANDS PASS
PROGRAM.

The Secretary may participate in the America the
Beautiful National Parks and Federal Recreational Lands
Pass program in the same manner as the National Park
Service, the Bureaw of Land Management, the Unaited
States Fish and Wildlife Service, the Forest Service, and
the Bureaw of Reclamation, including the provision of free
annual passes to active duty military personnel and de-

pendents.
